a RARE DEVOTION to a diosen art, a deep and earnest 
desire to make that art a recognized factor in Amer- 
ican ideals, an understanding of the natural longing of 
young hearts for a fellowship which should embrace all the 
elements of a unity of ideals, and love, the recognized power 
of sudi an organization — these were the creative factors which 
brought Alpha Qii Omega into life. 

Seven loyal young women, working under the guidance of 
Dean Howe, thus undertook the building of a structure with- 
in whose walls inspiration, courage, culture, and love have 
been, for more than a quarter of a century, potent influences 
in the molding of young womanhood — some seventeen hundred 
strong. With the passing of the years, improvements have 
been constantly added to this structure which we call Alpha 
Chi Omega, and none have been of greater significance than 
the opening of our doors to the students of Liberal Arts, which 
step makes our Fraternity one of unique and equal privileges, 
in whose atmosphere the development of a well rounded and 
complete womanhood is fostered by the association of two arts 
which complement each other in ideal relations. 

No matter how firm may be the foundation, no matter how 
imposing the exterior may seem, the real strength of Frater- 
nity must secure itself in the hearts and die purposes of its 
members, until superficial qualities of character are eliminated 
sufficiently to permit a true recc^^ition of the Gift of Frater- 
nity and of the fact that its progress, its existence, even, de- 
pend upon the most thoughtful selection of members for the 
future, and the steady, conscientious development of the diar- 
acters already within the Fraternity. 

To appreciate properly the work of our Founders and to 
leave to our successors accurate records of what has been 
done, is a work of great importance. As a co-worker of the 
Author for many years, I have had the pleasure of watching 
the launching of this, our first published History. The ob- 
it 



stacles and discouragements have been many, but tireless ener- 
gy and an infinite patience and perseverance have overcome 
them, and the comprehensive History whidi Miss Siiier has 
given us is a monument to her unbounded loyalty and will for 
all time endear her to every member of our Fraternity. 

The early records portray vividly for us the devotion and 
the earnestness of our Founders, and as we read of dieir 
struggles and achievements, we are able to catch the spirit of 
the early days and are brought to a greater appreciation of the 
gift that is ours — to a deeper devotion to the principles set 
forth ifi our sacred Bond. 

May this History serve the purpose — acquaint its readers 
with the founding of the Fraternity and its dierished tradi- 
tions, bind together more closely our seventeen hundred ^nem- 
bers, make its appeal to all, young and old. To the alumnae, 
may it bring fond memories and renewed loyalty. To the 
undergraduates, may it serve as an incentive to carry on with 
earnest purpose the work that is theirs. To all of us may it 
prove an inspiration to press on toward the higher, better 
things of life, and "Together, seek the Heights."

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AUTHOR'S PREFACE 

^I^HE FOLLOWING outline of the founding and the de- 
flU velopment of the Alpha Chi Omega Fraternity has been 
^■^ compiled from data collected by the Grand Historians, 
Raebum Cowger (1902-04), Mabel Dunn Madson (1904-05) 
and the Author, (1905-10); from the minues of the twelve 
national conventions and the eight grand council meetings; 
from the thirteen volumes of The Lyre ; from the directories, 
chapter letters and reports; and from the reports of the Na- 
tional Pan-Hellenic Conferences. 

The real beginning of this History and the immediate 
correspondence pertaining to it were the outc(»ne of the meet- 
ing of the 1908 Grand Chapter, which definitely appointed the 
Author to compile and to publish a History of Alpha Chi 
Omega. 

Personal interviews and considerable correspondence with 
the Founders and with other early members of the Fraternity 
have developed much information of interest and importance. 
Appreciation is due the Founders, the various Grand Officers, 
and other alumnae and active members who have graciously 
rendered assistance. 

To the members of the Editorial Board, Florence Reed 
Haseltine, Alta Allen Loud, Florence A. Armstrong and Mary 
R. Vose, the author owes a double debt of gratitude, for their 
inspiration and interest, as well as for their labors. They 
have given generously of their time and ability in assisting in 
the general plan of financing, in the collection of the necessary 
material, in the revision of the manuscript. Portions of vari- 
ous chapters are contributions from the pen of Mrs. Haseltine. 
To Miss Armstrong is due the credit of taking up the burden 
of publication when the author felt obliged to give up that 
responsibility. 

Sincere thanks are also extended to the men and women of 
other Fraternities, whose suggestions have been generously 
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given and through whose courtesies access to various fra- 
ternity publications has been obtained. 

Prominent among the difficulties confronting a compiler 
of a historical volume is the one of adjustment, the balancing 
of an ideal with a practical possibility. Regardless of the 
vast amount of time, strength and devoted interest necessarily 
involved in such a work as a fraternity history, the inaccessi- 
bility, or the inadequate form of early records, (in this case, 
even the destruction by fire, and loss through the mails, of 
some of the earliest documents), the impossibility of contin- 
uous application, the limitations of literary experience, all 
tend to make the realization of the History fall far short of 
the Author's ideal. 

Lack of time and space makes necessary the omission of 
several interesting and desirable features conceived in the 
minds of the Editorial Board, but this volume is a founda- 
tion upon which future historians may build. Errors will 
creep into a work of this kind, yet, with its imperfections, this 
History of Alpha Cni Omega is offered to the Fraternity 
with the hope that it may prove of value in the knowledge 
it may impart concerning the development of Alpha Ohi 
Omega, and in the abiding loyalty and inspiration that such a 
knowledge will imbue.

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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF DE PAUW 

UNIVERSITY 

Asbury College of Liberal Arts was founded at Green- 
castle, Ind., in 1837, as a school for men, under the auspices 
of the Methodist Churdi. Thirty years later the doors were 
thrown open to women and they were not slow in availing 
themselves of this opportunity for advanced work. Relief 
from a financial crisis which threatened the life of the insti- 
tution came in 1884 through Mr. Washington C. De Pauw, 
a financier, who was planning to found a college to bear his 
name. Friends of Asbury were able to secure Mr. De Pauw's 
bequest for their institution and the pioneer college expanded 
into De Pauw University. Among the new departments or- 
ganized at this time was the School of Music with James Ham- 
ilton Howe, so well known to Alpha Chi Omega, as Dean. 

The endowment from Mr. De Pauw, together with the 
funds raised by the people of Greencastle and the Conferences, 
placed a large sum of money at the disposal of the University, 
and for ten years great prosperity was enjoyed in every de- 
partment. But when the time came to enter into the fullness 
of the inheritance the institution was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. The failure of some business enterprises in which Mr. 
De Pauw's funds were invested played sad havoc with the 
vast fortune. The large annual stipend was cut off and noth- 
ing could be expected from, that source in the future. Imme- 
diate retrenchment was necessary. Departments of Law, Med- 
icine and Normal Training were discontinued. Even the work 
of our beloved schools of Music and Art might have suffered 
had not Mrs. Belle A. Mansfield, of the Department of History, 
accepted the position of Dean, assuming all financial responsi- 
bility. 

Entering this work in 1894 under the most unfavorable 
circumstances she not only saved the life of the departments, 
but kept them up to a high standard of work until such time

as the University was again able to ^are the responsibility. 
Years of prosperity came. The Campbell fund aided greatly 
in mending the breach in the financial bulwarks. Today ev- 
erything is prosperous. Field agents are meeting success in 
their efforts to raise the money necessary to secure the Rocke- 
feller endowment. This will place De Pauw University out of 
reach of those financial questions that impede its progress, and 
will insure it a great future. 

This short sketch does not give space for mention of many 
special gifts that have been added to the equipment, among 
which are the McKim Observatory, Minshall Science Labora- 
tory and the Carnegie Library. Neither is it possible to speak 
of the men and women whose valuable services have brought 
about the present prosperity. The number of presidents that 
have been made Bishops testifies to the character and ability 
of the men to be found there. In pioneer days Matthew Simp« 
son, Lucian Berry, Daniel Curry, Reuben Andrews and Thomas 
Bowman served as president. Dr. Alexander Martin, who 
served from 1875 ^^ iS^> formed the connecting link between 
the old and the new. Dr. John P. D. John, who succeeded 
him, held the office during the brightest period of prosperity, 
and during the trying time of reconstruction. Dr. H. A. Gobin 
then accepted the responsibility and faithfully and wisely di- 
rected affairs until Dr. Edwin H. Hughes was called to put 
his shoulder to the wheel. This he did with such energy and 
decision that a forward movement was made which his suc- 
cessor, Dr. Francis J. McConnell, is continuing with untiring 
enthusiasm. 

The School of Music is entering upon a new epoch in its 
history. Mrs. Mansfield, who so safely guided it through the 
dangerous shoals to its present prosperity, has been forced to 
retire on account of her health, and Robert G. McCutchan, a 
man of admirable energy and ability, has taken the place at 
the helm. A prosperous career for the School of Music is 
anticipated.

THE FOUNDING OF ALPHA CHI OMEGA 

Organization. 

Prior to 1885 no musical Fraternity had existed in the 
colleges of our country. Although many other Fraternities had 
been founded since Phi Beta Kappa, the first Greek letter 
society, was organized December 5, 1776. 

In the fall of 1885, James Hamilton Howe, then Dean of 
the School of Music of De Pauw University, Greencastle, 
Indiana, conceived the idea that such an organization would be 
a benefit both to the School of Music and to the young women 
students in that department. Having this idea in mind he 
called together several of the representative students of the 
School of Music and presented the plan to them with the 
result that seven enthusiastic young women banded themselves 
together for th« purpose of founding a musical Fraternity. As 
Dean Howe was not a fraternity man, he suggested that 
James G. Campbell (a member of Beta Theta Pi) be consulted 
as to the proper method of procedure in forming a Greek let- 
ter society. Accordingly this was done and the young enthu- 
siasts found in him an able and earnest adviser. Through his 
knowledge and assistance a constitution and by-laws were 
drafted, and after many other preliminaries had been arranged, 
on October 15, 1885, Alpha Chi Omega came into an organized 
existence with the following members enrolled as her Found- 
ers: Anna Allen, Olive Burnett, Bertha Deniston, Amy Du 
Bois, Nellie Gamble, Bessie Grooms and Estelle Leonard. 

The new Fraternity was very cordially received into the 
Greek world at De Pauw University, the other "Greeks" offer- 
ing their hearty congratulations and pledging their support 
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to the "baby sister." An "overwhelming ovation" was given 
by the students to the new society on their first appearance in 
a body at Chapel in Meharry Hall. Four months later, Feb- 
ruary 26, 1886, Dean Howe formally introduced his protegees 
by a Soiree Musical. 

Dean Howe continued to maintain a deep interest in the 
new Fraternity, manifesting that feeling in many tangible ways, 
doing everything that lay within his power for the advance- 
ment of Alpha Chi Omega. The fact that his interest has not 
waned even after an interval of a quarter of a century, is 
touchingly illustrated by the following epistle which was re- 
ceived in response to a request for a letter to publish in this 
volimie : 

It la with deep feeling that I address this letter to you, the 
representative of a large and influential family, a family which is 
becoming a factor in the progress and enlightenment of our nation, 
in the higher walks of life. The foundation for this organisation 
was laid with care and forethought, and the superstructure has 
surpassed in magnitude the fondest hopes of the founders. 

Pardon me if I give you a little sketch in regard to myself, 
prior to this time. Having graduated from the New Bngland Con- 
servatory and the CoUege of Music, Boston University, and having 
taught in the Conservatory for several years, I was asked to organ- 
ise and to take charge of a young and budding School of Music 
in De Pauw University. From small beginnings it grew to a flour- 
ishing school of nearly 800. 

As I gazed upon my growlnjg family and endeavored to give 
the members of this flock the best at our disposal, I noticed one 
especial need. Other departments of De Pauw University were 
blessed with their Betas, Phi Delts, Phi Psls, and other Fraterni- 
ties, so the thought came to me, "Why not rear a Grecian house- 
hold god in the School of Music?" Suiting action to thought, a 
few of the earnest workers were called to my oflioe and proper 
lines were laid to effect an organisation. Many spare hours were 
spent in conference and, one by one, the charter members were 
chosen. 

The choosing of the colors was a matter of considerable 
moment, comparing one color with another and selecting a combina- 
tion appropriate, and one never used by any Fraternity or Sorority. 
I was as interested as if a charter membership had been open to 
me. Of course, every one was bound over to the utmost secrecy. 
The selection of an appropriate pin consmned many w^ks of 
thought and consideration. Not being a fraternity man, I asked 
Mr. James G. Campbell (a member of Beta Theta Pi), with whdse 
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temily I resided for a time at De Pauw, to compile a Constitution 
and a set of By-Laws. This he accomplished in an able manner, 
as you can undoubtedly attest 

The organisation being duly effected, then the fight for recog- 
nition began. Fortunately, the young women, being very popular 
as well as talented, had many friends among the Fraternities, who 
worked for the young organization, and soon a large Sorority was 
the result The addition of sister chapters soon followed, and there 
were many strenuous days until matters were upon a solid basis. 

Of the progress during the last fifteen years, you know more 
than the writer. Ood speed the good work. 

I should be pleased with a copy of the History of Alpha Chi 
Omega, with a list of sister chapters* so that in case I should be 
permitted to come east in the near or far future, I could look in 
upon my daughters and granddaughters. 

Be assured that I am deeply gratified with what has been done, 
and I feel that while we are passing on, we shall be lovingly re- 
membered for ages to come, by thousands yet unborn, who will be 
numbered in the everlncresteing ranks of ALPHA CHI OMEOA.

The Purpose of the Fraternity. 

The purpose of the organization as proposed to the Found- 
ers by Dean Howe was for the development of a deeper inter- 
est in their chosen branch of art — Music — ^and for congenial 
fellowship. This original purpose has always been maintain- 
ed, but has increased in its aspect as is shown by the Preamble 
and by Sections i and 2 of Article III of the present Consti- 
tution : 

PBBAifBLB. We, the Fraternity of Alpha Chi Omega, believing 
is the strength of organization,* in the fellowship of association, and 
In the cultivation of high standards, do acree to abide by the fol- 
lowing laws: 

Section 1. The object of this Fraternity shall be for the ad* 
vancement of the musical, intellectual, social and moral culture 
of its members, who shall be ever mindful of implicit friendship 
and fidelity, which object is worthy the aspiration of all. 

Sec. 2. The means for the attainment of this object shall be 
regular musical and literary exercises, and continued endeavor on 
the part of the members to improve and to identify the interests 
of each with those of the Fraternity. 
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THE FOUNDERS 

Anna Allen {Mrs. Harry M. Smith). 

Anna Allen was born in Greencastle, Indiana, in 1870, and 
has lived there all her life. While attending the public 
schools she began the study of music and became an accom- 
plished musician at a very early age. Being one of the first 
students of the department of Music of De Pauw Univer- 
sity, she was the youngest in the school to do advanced 
work, graduating from the conservatory at the age of 
nineteen. During her Junior year she began teaching 
pianoforte in the School of Music and occupied that posi- 
tion until 1896 when she went to Chicago to study tmder 
Mme. Fanny Bloomfield-Zeisler and Emil Liebling. Her 
reputation as a student of exceptional ability and rare self- 
possession, as a brilliant performer and an excellent accom- 
panist has rendered her very prominent in musical circles 
where her generosity has proved of great benefit and pleas- 
ure to the public. 

Miss Allen was married when quite young to Mr. Harry 
M. Smith, of Greencastle, Indiana, where they have a beau- 
tiful home on Walnut Street, which has always been open 
to the Alpha Chi girls. It has been her privilege to be 
more closely associated with the mother chapter than any 
of the other founders. The members of Alpha not only 
have always felt sincere appreciation for her influence and 
counsel, but love and respect for her charming personality 
and impartial manner. 

Olive Burnett (Mrs. Ralph Clark). 

Olive Burnett was bom in Greencastle, Indiana, June 10, 
1867. After attending the public schools there until 1880, 
she spent one year in Indianapolis, Indiana, resuming her 
studies on the piano and beginning on the violin. She 
then attended high school in Anderson, Indiana, until the 
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fall of 1885, when she entered the School of Music of 
De Pauw University, stud3ring the piano and violin. Dur- 
ing the first year in the school, upon the request of Dean 
James Hamilton Howe, she took up the study of double 
bass and cello in order to fill a long felt need in orchestra 
and ensemble work. During the years 1886-88 she was a 
member of the School of Music faculty of De Pauw, teach- 
ing pianoforte and primary work on the violin, cello and 
double bass ; at the same time she was also organist at the 
College Avenue M. E. Church. In the spring term of her 
Junior year she gave up her studies and began teaching 
piano and violin in Anderson and Franklin, Indiana. 
Her work for the building up of Alpha Chi Omega has, 
from the very first, been enthusiastic and tireless, for all 
her life she has lived in an atmosphere of fraternity spirit, 
and she believes it to be a vital influence in a college educa- 
tion. She has always remained in touch with Alpha chap- 
ter, enjoying many visits with the girls. 
Miss Burnett was married in 1889 to Mr. Ralph B. Clark, 
a business man and a prominent musician of Anderson, 
Indiana. In their home they have continued their music 
not only as relating to themselves but in the education of 
. their two sons and their daughter, each of whom studies 
a different instrument, which harmonious ensemble creates 
a beautiful musical atmosphere, the influence of which has 
brought great joy and satisfaction not only to the imme- 
diate family, but to their many friends. 
Mrs. Clark claims the honor of being the first of the found- 
ers to be represented at De Pauw, her son CJeorge, eighteen 
years of age, having entered the University and Music 
School in the fall of 19 10. He was selected as cello soloist 
of the De Pauw University Glee Club for the season of 
1910-11. 

Mr. and Mrs. Clark reside at 1132 Central Avenue, Ander- 
son, Indiana. 

Bertia Deniston (Mrs. Scohy Cunningham). 

Bertha Deniston was bom at Peru, Indiana, July 28, 1869. 
It was the wish of her mother, who died in the spring of 
1885, that her daughter should study music at De Pauw 
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University, so in the fall of that year she entered the School 
of Music and lived in the dormitory. 
Although very quiet and reserved, her genial smile and 
sweet disposition soon placed her in high favor with all 
the students. She was well advanced in piano study when 
she entered the music school, and her remarkable execution 
and composure were the envy of all the students, especially 
at recital time. She won the reputation of accomplishing 
more work with less expenditure of time than any student 
in the school. She and Mary Jones (Mrs. Richard Ten- 
nant) were the first national delegates of Alpha Chi' 
Omega, having been chosen by Alpha to establish Beta 
Chapter at Albion, Michigan. 

Miss Deniston left school before graduation to accept a 
position in Pearson's Piano House in Indianapolis. On 
July i8, 1893, she was married to Mr. Scoby Cunning- 
ham (Beta Theta Pi), a graduate of Indiana University, 
and since that time they have lived in Indianapolis. She 
is an enthusiastic member of the Beta Beta Alumnae chap- 
ter at her home city, and meets with the De Pauw girls 
each year at their annual banquet 

Mr. and Mrs. Cunningham have two sons, Harold and 
Frederick, who with their parents, welcome the wearers 
of the Lyre to 1909 Ruckle Street. 

Amy DuBois {Mrs. Julius Rieth). 

Amy DuBois was bom in Nokomis, Illinois, December 31, 
1869, but when she was very young her parents moved 
to Oxford, Indiana, where she lived at the time she entered 
Dc Pauw University in 1885. She studied both the piano- 
forte and voice in the School of Music and was familiarlv

known as the "little girl with the big voice." Although 
she attended the music school but one year, in that time she 
endeared herself not only to the Alpha Chis but also to 
her teachers and to the entire student body by her bright, 
cheerful disposition, her straightforward manner, and her 
industry. She was honored several times during the year 
by being selected to sing on important occasions, one of 
which was the Festival of the School of Music in which 
she took a leading part. 
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After leaving college in 1886, she moved to Colby, Kansas, 
where she organized a music class. A few years later she 
was married to Mr. Julius Ricth, and went to live at Crete. 
Nebraska. For four years she was connected with the 
Doane College as teacher of piano, voice, and harmony. 
From Crete, Nebraska, they moved to Lincoln, Nebraska, 
where with their one daughter their home is now located 
at 2433 Lynn Street, Here Mrs. Rieth enjoys keeping in 
touch with the Fraternity through Xi Chapter. 

Nellie Gamble {Mrs. Edward Childe). 

Nellie Gamble was born May 12, 1867, in Martinville, 
Illinois. After completing the course in the public schools 
in her home city, she entered the School of Music at De 
Pauw University to pursue her piano studies. She was 
amply possessed of personal charms, was an energetic and 
conscientious student, and had the thoroughly good quali- 
ties of a fraternity girl, loyalty, earnestness, and unselfish- 
ness. 

Her musical career, however, came to an end a short time 
after she entered the school, as she soon returned to her 
home to be married to Mr. Edward Millard Childe, of 
Moores, New York. Good traits of character are as essen- 
tial to successful housekeeping as to professional work, so 
Mrs. Childe has been fully equal to the requirements of her 
domestic "career." She and her husband are now living in 
Martinsville, Illinois. 

Bessie Grooms, (Mrs. Luther Keenan). 

Bessie Grooms was bom in Greencastle, Indiana, April 28, 
1866, and lived there until her marriage to Mr. Luther 
Courtland Keenan in 1895. She began the study of piano- 
forte music when very young and by the time she grad- 
uated from the high school, was one of the most accom- 
plished musicians in the city. She immediately entered the 
Music School of De Pauw University to continue her 
studies, intending to complete the course, but her work 
came to an abrupt end when by overpractice she strained 
the muscles of her left wrist. She lost the use of the 
fingers of that hand for over a year and, as a consequence, 



gave up her music entirely, for fear that steady practice 
might cause a permanent affliction. 

Mrs. Keenan was one of the three Greencastle girls of the 
seven Founders of Alpha Chi Omega. The first large so- 
cial function of the Fraternity, an elaborate and memorable 
affair, was given at her home. Mr. and Mrs. Keenan and 
their family of sons and daughters live in Le Roy, Illinois, 
where Mr. Keenan is engaged in the banking business. 

Estelle Leonard. 

Estelle Leonard entered the School of Music of De Pauw 
University, September, 1885, and graduated from that 
department in 1891, having been a member of the faculty 
for the last two years that she was a student there. Miss 
Leonard was Principal of the Music Department in Moores 
Hill College, 1889- 1893, during which period she carried 
work in the senior year at De Pauw University. After 
studying at the Cincinnati College of Music in 1893-1894 
and receiving a certificate, she became principal of the 
Piano Department in Centenary College, 1894-95. During 
the next four or five years she studied at the College of 
Music irregularly and then located at 217 Plum Street, 
Union City, Indiana, where she now has a large class in 
piano music. Miss Leonard was choir director at the Luth- 
eran Church in that city one year, and is now organist and 
choir director at the First Methodist Church there, as well 
as an active member of the Cecilian Musical Qub of which 
she was president 1907-08. During her vacations Miss 
Leonard has studied with the best teachers in the East, 
having spent some time learning the methods in Musical 
Kindergarten, which she has introduced with marked suc- 
cess into her classes. She has recently published a volume 
of easy teaching pieces for the piano. 
Too much cannot be said of Miss Leonard's loyalty and 
influence for Alpha Chi Omega. Besides being one of the 
Founders and Alpha's first president, she had the pleasure 
and satisfaction of working in the Fraternity for several 
years and did much toward effecting practical organization, 
and toward establishing a firm foundation for future 
growth. . 
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REMINISCENCES OF THE FOUNDERS 

Correspondence with the seven Founders has brought forth 
many very interesting facts relative to the early life of the 
Fraternity. The twenty-five years that have intervened since 
Alphd Chi Omega came into the Greek world, have naturally 
dimmed somewhat the memories of those seven charter mem- 
bers of our parent chapter; nevertheless, since reference to 
their letters will be of great interest to every member of the 
Fraternity, the following extracts are given : 

From Mrs. Julius Rieth (Amy. Du Bois) come such fond 
reminiscences as the following: 

My memory lingers tenderly upon that first thrlU of enthusiasm 
and excitement when Estelle Leonard and Olive Burnett came to 
my room and told me of their intention of organising a musical 
Fraternity, asking me to be one of the charter members; upon oxif 
first election, when the former was chosen president; upon our 
first initiation and upon our first concert, the program of which 1 
still treasure with infinite care. 

As I left De Pauw in 1886, I was not so fortunate in fraternity 
experience as those who remained longer, yet my heart was tuned 
to Alpha Chi loyalty in that one precious year and I find the old 
fraternity spirit strong within me — and since XI Chapter was e»- 
tabUshed I hare been very glad to be in touch with them. 

In the July Ltrb some of the alumnae wrote of the Infiuence 
of the Alpha Chi in the home, and I can say that my husband and 
daughter have caught the spirit, and are always interested In any- 
thing pertaining to the Alpha Chis. 

Mrs. Harry Smith (Anna Allen) writes: 

I remember vividly when Professor Howe asked me to be a 
* charter member of the Fraternity and when he called in Mr. Camp- 
bell for assistance in regard to the Constitution. 

It has been my good fortune to have lived in Qreencastle the 
entire quarter of a century in which the Fraternity has been in 
existence. Hence I have been close to the "Mother" all these years. 
Some of our first meetings were held at the homes of the members, 
but after several years a room on the third fioor of Music Hall 
was given us for our exclusive use by Dean Howe. As the chapter 
enlarged, this was in turn succeeded by a chapter house, and for 
the past ten years we have had a home in one of the fine residences 
of Greencastle. 

When we first organfzed our membership was limited to music 
students exclusively, and some of our early members are now 
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prominent teachers In Chicago, New York and Washington, D. C. 
The De Pauw Music School enjoyed Its most flourishing period at 
that time owing to the energy and the strong musical personality 
of Dean J. H. Howe. His deep Interest In the Fraternity was great- 
ly appreciated by us. 

Mrs. Scoby Cunningham (Bertha Deniston) writes: 

I am very anxious to receive the History of Alpha Chi Omega» 
for I have been away from De Pauw so many, many years — and 
yiBB with the Fraternity while it was still in its Infancy— that 1 
know only from what I hare read what has been done. I do enjoy 
The Ltbb, and was especially interested in the twenty-flfth aiini- 
versary number, with its first picture of Alpha chapter. 

I think back to my school days at De Pauw as the happiest ot 
my life. I was not steady and serious then, as some of my older 
Alpha sisters were. I did not realise that I must improve my time 
and opportunity — ^that it could not always last — I thought only of 
having a good time. I entered De Pauw Music School in Septem- 
ber, 1885, and became a charter member of A X Q. 

Later, in 1887, I felt honored to be sent with BCary Jones Ten- 
iiant to organize Beta Chapter at Albion, Mich. My two years at 
De Pauw were full of much to benefit me, and I made friends I will 
never forget. The burden of my song now, as then, is "Long live 
Alpha Chi Omega." 

Mrs. Luther Keenan (Bessie Grooms) has happy recollec- 
tions of the interested efforts of Professor Howe and Mr. 
Campbell as they assisted with the organization of the Frater- 
nity and with its constitution. Continuing she writes: 

How glad I am to hear from any Alpha Chls, and how glad 
to raise my voice in praise and love for the Fraternity that made 
possible so fine and strong a sisterhood as has been growing and 
developing so splendidly in the last quarter century. 

As I look back to the activities of those first days, I find many 
of the "little things" brightly remembered, such as our first party, 
when we invited everybody out to the tables and nothing was in 
sight but a cracker and a hickory nut, which for some time we 
allowed them to think was all that was forthcoming; and the party 
we had for Mary Rose King — ^the largest we ever gave in our house; 
and how my father insisted on membership In our ranks for many 
services cheerfully performed, all of which were compensated by a 
piece of green ribbon only! And now It Is twenty-five years since 
these incidents, with how much between to strengthen and broaden 
our firatemlty loyalty! 



Mrs. Edward W. Childe (Nellie Gamble) was in college 
for only one term after the organization of the Fraternity. 

I remember, she writes, when Professor Howe first talked to 
the girls about forming a Greek letter society, when he introduced 
us to the fraternity world by a musical, and what a deep interest 
he took in the Fraternity. The first three badges made were bought 
by Bertha Deniston Cunningham, Leota Fiiqua Ruckle and myself. 

I cannot tell you all how disappointed I was that I could not 
carry out my plans, to meet with you in convention in Detroit 

It does not seem possible that twenty-five years have passed 
since a few girls started into action a Fraternity which they little 
knew or thought would meet with such success as Alpha Chi Omega. 
I am proud, yes, very proud to be a founder of such a Fraternity, 
and while I cannot claim any of the honor of bringing it through 
the hard struggles of early life, I am truly glad that fate dealt so 
kindly with me as to make me one of its first members. 

I trust the future will bring to us even greater success than 
the past, that the dear old Fraternity will open its doors to only 
those girls who are worthy a place among us, and that the next 
twenty-five years will find it excelling in all the virtues of frater- 
nity life. 

Mrs. Ralph B. Clark (Olive Burnett) contributes the fol- 
lowing interesting details : 

The first suggestion of the organization of a musical society 
was made by Professor Howe, whose idea was that the members 
should create an interest in music and also enjoy congenial fellow- 
ship, strictly as Music School students. Personally, I was very en- 
thusiastic and went to work at once to do my part The other girla 
with whom Professor Howe had talked were also much interested, 
and the plan soon became known in the Music School. Mr. James 
Campbell, librarian of the School of Music, drafted the Constitu- 
tion for the organization. After he had read the Constitution and 
we had accepted it, we considered the question of a Greek name. 
We wanted everything as different from the other Fraternities rep- 
resented in De Pauw as possible, for we were in a field of our own. 
When Mr. Campbell presented drawings of a suitable badge, the 
harp and the lyre, an argument arose over the suggestive word 
"lyre" which did not appeal to some of the girls at first, but this 
feeling was finally overcome because of the graceful outline of the 
design and of the advantages it offered for the lettering. At our 
f rst meeting we elected officers, decided on the grip, the whistle, 
the knock, and other secret matters, aad voted on the names of 
seven girls who were immediately pledged. Professor Howe was 
always loyal, enthusiastic and generous to the Fraternity. Had It 



not been for his support financially the Fraternity would have suf • 
fered at times, especially In the matter of establishing sister chap- 
ters. When I think of the widespread recognltlon« the unblemished 
reputation of Alpha Chi Omega, I feel filled with awe and wonder, 
yet my pride Is so great and my confidence so limitless I know now 
it could not ha^e been otherwise. 

Our first appearance before the student body of De Fauw was 
the morning following our first meeting, when we marched from 
Iklusic Hail to morning chapel in Meharry Hall, fourteen girls — 
seven charter members and seven pledges — all wearing our colors. 
When we took our seats In the usual comer for music students we 
were just a little excited, but pleased by the overwhelming ovation 
of the students. Our first party, given in November at the home 
ol Bessie Grooms, was a fancy dress affair, which was a success 
in every sense of the word. Dean Howe and Mr. Campbell were 
there — ^both wearing Alpha Chi colors, an honored privilege. Our 
first Soiree Musical, given by Dean Howe to introduce us as a Fra- 
ternity to the college world, was a grand success. 

That I was one of the founders of our Fraternity has always 
been one of the events of my life of which I am very proud. Such 
is the spirit of Fraternity— one can never outlive the pleasure, the 
loyalty, the ties that bind her to her Fraternity; it may come in 
dilferent degrees of enthusiasm, but the spark Is there in every 
member, alumna or active, and she is bound to respond at some 
time or under some circumstances. 

It is the one phase of college life that is not catalogued, but 
which, nevertheless, is so strong a feature that every student, 
whether she will or not, must reckon with It at some time, and 
the result can only be satisfaction or disappointment. 

But to be the founders, the very first to lay the foundation of 
a Fraternity, Is a privilege that comes to but few, so it is not sur- 
prising we accept so graciously the honor and courtesy bestowed 
on us. However, the real credit, the success and reputation be- 
long to girls who have steadily and faithfully worked and built 
on that foundation year after year. 

Estelle Leonard adds other comments on the early life of 
the Fraternity: 

It is astonishing how twenty-five yean can fkde memories that 
should bear high lights for a lifetime, but I remember vividly when 
Alpha Chi Omega was organised October 16, 1886, in one of the 
small rooms of Music HalL Professor James Howe invited the 
seven girls to meet as charter members of a Greek letter Frater- 
nity on that day. At Professor Howe's request Mr. James Camp- 
bell drew up our first Constitution, for which we were grateful, in- 
deed, though, as a matter of fact, we used it only a short time, 
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when we realiied the neoeaslty of having it re-wrltten by a com- 
mittee of our own members appointed for that purpose. Professor 
Howe was with us in everything; he helped us fight our battles, 
and did ererything possible to interest and to help us. I was 
elected first president. I remember that because I was somewhat 
embarrassed by my ignorance of the duties of the president of a 
Fftttemlty. Our first picture was taken December 16, 1886, with 
our first eight initiates as well as the seven charter members. How 
well I remember when we celebrated our first anniversary on Fri- 
day night, October 16, 1886, at the home of Anna Allen, where we 
had a splendid banquet with Professor Howe at the head of the 
table, after which toasts and music followed. I have a toast writ- 
ten in rhyme, now all yellow and tattered, which I infiicted on 
Alpha, the subject being "Our Colors and Our Godfather." In this 
rhyme the scarlet and olive green, and Dean Howe, received the 
full benefit of my enthusiastic imagination. 

When the chapter was discussing the colors to be chosen, I was 
instructed to bring samples of ribbon from Indianapolis. I recall 
distinctly the samples of ribbon of every color I could find, which 
I spread out on the library table before the girls. We tried all 
sorts of combinations of two colors and of three. The colors were 
chosen from that collection of samples, but I cannot remember what 
particular girl made the choice. I think all seven girls "had a 
hand in it" 

Twenty-five years ago we were only seven girls, admiring our 
badges of scarlet and olive green, having an ambitious adviser in 
our founder. Dean Howe. Today the seven girls and the founder 
are proud that there are many loyal members and that the colors 
of Alpha Chi Omega are known fronr ocean to ocean, the Fraternity 
having far outgrown our dreams.

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EARLY RECORDS 

As is probably the case with all Fraternities founded twen- 
ty-five years ago or more, the early records of Alpha Qii 
Omega are somewhat meager, for the diarter members did 
not begin to realize to what proportions the organization they 
were founding would grow in a quarter of a century. The 
mmutes of the meetings of the first few years although incom- 
plete are intensely interesting and often quaint as compared 
with the records of recent sessions. The minutes of some of 
the most significant of these early meetings are quoted, entirely 
or in part ; they tell vividly the story .of those early business 
meetings which were held at least once a week, though often 
more frequently. Programs of a musical and literary nature 
were an important feature of these gatherings. 

The first chapter roll contains, besides the names of the 
seven charter members, those of the following early initiates : 
Leota Fuqua, Anna Ryan, Leah Walker, Rose Meredith, Ella 
Farthing, Minnie Shaffer, Suda West, Florence Thompson and 
Mrs. Earp. 

MINUTES OF EARLY MEETINGS. 

LIBRARY OF THE SCHOOL OF MUSIC, 
DE PAUW UNIVERSITY 

Greencastle, Ind., October 15, 1885. 
Organisation. 

The Dean of the School of Music, Prof. James H. Howe, 
feeling that by the organization of a musical Fraternity, a larger 
interest could be developed in the Art of Music, called togeth- 
er a few young women students, for the purpose of forming a 
Society for musical and social improvement, and of assisting 
in the furtherance of the cause of Art. After naming several 
objects for which the proposed society might work and re- 
hearsing their benefits, a committee was diosen to meet and 
to formulate a plan for future development. The committee 
chosen to consult with the Dean comprised Misses Estelle 
Leonard, Bertha Deniston, Nellie Gamble and Amy Du Bois. 
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Miss Estelfe Leonard was chosen President of the proposed 
society and Bertha Deniston, Secretary. This committee was 
ordered to meet on Monday evening at six o'clock. The meet- 
ing adjourned to October twenty-second, at eight o'clock.

LIBRARY OF THE SCHOOL OF MUSIC, DE PAUW UNIVERSITY, 

OCTOBER 19, 1885. 

Report of the Formulating Committee. 

Meeting was called to order by President Estelle Leonard, 
Misses Bertha Deniston, Amy Du Bois, Nellie Gamble and 
Professor Howe being present. Since the meeting of Thurs- 
day, October 15, 1885, members of the committee met together 
and talked over the subject of the proposed society, what it 
should embrace, the needs of such a society, and how the 
work should be carried on. It was voted that a Greek Society 
be formed similar in character to the Greek Fraternities of the 
College of Liberal Arts. Mr. J. G. Campbell (a member of 
such a Fraternity) was called in to give the general informa- 
tion in regard to the management of Fraternities. Mr. Camp- 
bell was asked to formulate a constitution and by-laws for the 
proposed Fraternity, to be handed in at the next meeting. A 
vote of thanks was tendered to him for his kindness. Addi- 
tions were made to the list of officers: Miss Amy Du Bois 
was elected Treasurer, Miss Nellie Gamble, Corresponding 
Secretary. The name "Alpha Chi Omega," was presented and 
adopted. The colors chosen to represent the Fraternity were 
red and bronze green. As there was no further business re- 
quiring attention, a motion to adjourn was in order, which 
was carried.

Adoption of the Constitution. 

December 5, 1885. 

An irregular meeting was held and was called to order by 
the President, Miss Fuqua, the following members being pres- 
ent: Bertha Deniston, Nellie Gamble, Rose Meredith, Ella 
Farthing, Estelle Leonard, Bessie Grooms and Ollie Burnett. 
The President made a few remarks as to the reason of the 
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meeting. As the Secretary was absent, the President appoint- 
ed Miss Burnett to take her place. The Secretary then read 
the Constitution which was accepted. The next question 
brought before the house was in regard to the Concert, and the 
Secretary read the, program; but as several of the members 
were to leave soon, it was decided to postpone the concert 
until the middle of the next term, when every member was to 
take part. Next the De Pauw Monthly was brought forward, 
and the article which appeared in regard to the Fraternity was 
read by the Secretary and discussed for a few minutes. Then 
it was decided to have it corrected in the next copy. The 
President then directed Miss Grooms, the Corresponding Sec- 
retary, to bring before the next meeting the letter she had 
been directed to write to a young woman in Kansas in regard 
to the starting of a Sister Chapter. Next in order was a mo- 
tion to adjourn which was carried.

Constitution Rewritten. 

February 5, 1886. 

Next in order the President, Estelle Leonard, appointed 
Suda West and Florence Thompson to re-write the Constitu- 
tion and the form of Initiation to be read at the next meeting. 
A motion was then put before the house that Florence Thomp- 
son write the words for a fraternity song and Estelle Leonard 
write the music. The motion was carried.

Opening Ceremony, 

February 11, 1886. 

Meeting was called to order by the President, Nrffie 
Gamble. The roll was called and the following members 

were present The minutes of the previous meeting were 

read and approved, after which a motion was made to have a 
regular form with which to begin the meetings, the form 
suggested comprising singing, scripture reading and prayer. 
The motion was carried.

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First Fraternity Song. 

February 26, 1886. 

The new fraternity song which two of the^ members had 
been appointed to write, was then presented and accepted. 
Then there arose some discussion in regard to a name for the 
song and it was decided to call it "Alpha Prima." Another 
song, the words of which were written by Mr. Campbell and 
the music by Mr. Howe, was then brought forward.

Revised Constitution Adopted. 

April 9, 1886. 
The Constitution having been rewritten was now read and 
adopted. The By-Laws were also adopted unanimously.

Initiation of Madame Julia Rive-King. 

April 23, 1886. 

The usual order of the meeting was changed and a discus- 
sion held regarding the admittance to the Fraternity of Mme. 
Rive-King, America's famous pianist. Having signified to 
Professor Howe her willingness to be one of us, on the same 
afternoon Mme. Rive-King was consulted in regard to her 
initiation. As she was to give a concert that evening in Me- 
harry Hall, it was thought best to have a brief initiatory serv- 
ice immediately afterward, if agreeable to her.

Report for the First Year of the Alpha Chi Omega Fraternity. 

The Alpha Chi Omega Fraternity was founded October 
15, 1885, at the School of Music, Greencastle, Ind. by Prof. 
James H. Howe, Dean of the School. James G. Campbell 
should be mentioned for the assistance and suggestions which 
he gav«. The object of this Fraternity is as follows : "To at- 
tain to the highest musical culture and to cultivate these prin- 
ciples that embody true womanhood." Seven charter members 
were chosen: Estelle Leonard, Anna Allen, Amy Du Bois, 
Bessie Grooms, Olive Burnett, Bertha Deniston, Nellie 
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Gamble. Twenty-three meetings were held during the year. 
Programs were given at ten meetings. Six were called busi- 
ness meetings, the remaining seven were partly business meet- 
ings and some had no programs through carelessness. The 
subjects discussed were Beethoven, Mendelssohn, Haydn, 
Nielson, Lind, Patti. Several miscellaneous programs were 
given. 

The year was a prosperous one; commencing with seven 
members, at the close of the year the Fraternity numbered 
twenty-two. But one public entertainment was given during 
the year, a Soiree Musical in Music Hall which was largely 
attended by the music lovers of the city and which was a credit 
to the Fraternity. 

Extension Plans. 

Saturday Eve, April 23, 1887. 

The business for the evening was to revise the constitution 
and to hear the report from Mr. LaRash, of Northwestern 
University, who is willing to help us form a Chapter there and 
who has sent us the names of several young women music 
students there. Discussion. Motion carried that these young 
ladies be written to; also discussion of dues of new chapters 

and cost of Charter. Suggested by Miss Jones that $ 

be fixed as the price of our Charter. Motion to that effect 
carried. Motion carried that this note be put into the consti- 
tution. Motion carried that the $ go into the treasury 

of the Mother Chapter, subject to her judgment and inclina- 
tion. Discussion of new chapter; discussion whether to have 
a limited number of charter members or not to have a limited 
number. Decided to have not more than seven Charter Mem- 
bers. 

Discussion as to who of the girls shall be sent to represent 
our Fraternity at Evanston. Committee consisting of Misses 
Jones and Leonard, appointed to prepare a Charter, said Char- 
ter to be submitted to the criticism of the Fraternity the next 
Friday evening. 

Programs read by the chairman of that Committee. Ap- 
proved. Decided to have fraternity picture taken next Friday 
at one o'clock p. m. 
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(The minutes of meetings previous to May 6th show that 
correspondence had been carried on for some time with stu- 
dents at Albion College relative to the establishment there of a 
chapter of Alpha Chi Omega.) 

Beta Chapter. 

Friday, May 6, 1887. 

A letter read from Albion, Mich., saying they were ready 
for us to organize a Chapter there, having five charter mem- 
bers waiting. Reading of the Charters, two of them having 
been prepared; one by Miss Jones, one by Miss Leonard. 

No decision made. To be decided next meeting. 

Friday, May 13, 1887. 

The program for this evening and next meeting with- 
drawn. Reading of Charter. Discussion. Moved and sec- 
onded that Miss Jones revise the Charter, adding the words, 
"the right to withdraw the Charter." Letter read from Al- 
bion. Motion carried that Miss Jones and Miss Allen visit 
Albion, Thursday, May 26, 1887. Decided to hold fraternity 
meeting Friday and Saturday evening next week. Misses 
Berry and Wilson appointed to look at books suitable to con- 
tain the Constitution. 

Miss Deniston appointed to copy the Constitution, Miss 
Jones, the Songs; Miss Allen, the Music of our fraternity 
songs. 

Revision of Constitution. 

Saturday Night, May 21, 1887. 

The Fraternity resumed the revision of the Constitution, 
going back to Article I, Section III. Question: What shall 
be our open Motto? Moved and carried that a Motto be pre- 
sented by a Committee of three to the Fraternity next Monday 
evening at half past six. Committee of three appointed for 
this purpose, Misses Meredith, Barry and Jones. Motion car- 
ried that it shall require two-thirds vote of all the Chapters to 
withdraw a charter. Reading of the Charter prepared by Miss 
Jones. Discussion. Motion carried that the new Charter 
members shall pledge themselves individually, to the Chair- 
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man of the Committee, who visits them, to support faithfully 
their Chapter of Alpha Chi Omega. 

Amendment to By-Law II is as follows : Officers shall be 
installed at the first meeting of the next term according to 
the form adopted January 14, 1887. The motion carried that 
Sections 7 and 8 be struck out. 

Section 9. Motion carried that the duties of Correspond- 
ing Secretary be changed, part of the duties being transferred 
to the Recording Secretary, 

Slight changes made in Sections 15 and 17. Slight changes 
made in Section I of Article III. After motion that we meet 
Tuesday at 7 p. m. to hear all reports, adjourned. 

Open Motto — Beta Chapter. 

Tuesday, May 24, 1887. 

7 p. m. 
Report from Miss Burnett in regard to the Constitution 
book. Miss Barry bought it and Miss Burnett left it at an 
establishment to be stamped with AXO in large form. 

Report from Motto Committee. Miss Jones said they had 
not decided on any one in particular, but would suggest a 
few to select from, as follows : "Strive for the highest." "Ye 
daughters of Music, come up higher!" "Musical culture, 
first and last !" Discussion. Motto chosen, "Ye daughters of 
Music, come up higher!" Secretary instructed to put this 
motto in its proper place in the Constitution, which was done. 
Secretary also instructed to secure the Greek translation of 
this Motto and to place it with the English in the Constitution. 

Miss Deniston elected to be the second delegate to Albion 
on account of Miss Allen's not being able to go. Miss Burnett 
was appointed to copy the Constitution in the place of Miss 
Deniston. Miss Meredith appointed to copy the songs. De- 
cided to have a meeting to look over the Constitution before 
the girls leave. Time set: Thursday eve at 5 o'clock. The 
girls leave at i p. m., Friday, May 27th. Motion carried that 
a fine be required for absence on Thursday and have no meet- 
ing on Friday. 

By-Laws taken up. Slight changes made in Section I of 
Article IV. A new section inserted after Section III of Article 
IV to this effect: "Non-active members shall be allowed to 
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attend all fraternity meetings When they so desire, but shall 
not be put on duty nor be subject to fines." 

A new section was inserted after Section s of Article IV 
to this effect : "No member of this Fraternity may sever her 
connection with this Fraternity without an honorable dismissal 
or expulsion." 

Motion carried that Miss Shaffer purchase one-half dozen 
cards to be used as certificates of admission to our Fraternity. 

Reading- of Initiation Ceremony. Motion carried that the 
explanation of grip, knock and whistle be added to the con- 
stitution, which was done. Motion carried that the initiation 
ceremony be added to the Constitution. 

Report on InstallaHon of Beta Chapter, 

Thursday, May 26, 1887. 
Report of the organization of Beta Chapter in Albion Col- 
lege in Michigan, where six girls were initiated as charter 
members. Miss Jones gave a detailed account of die commit- 
tee's visit to Albion and Ann Arbor. They were charmed 
with our new sisters and much pleased with the women met 
in Ann Arbor, but owing to the peculiar relationship of the 
School of Music to the College in that place, could not, under 
our Constitution, form a Chapter. Report accepted. Motion 
carried to average the expense among the members. 

Scholarship Qud&iications, 

February 2, 1888. 

Motion carried that hereafter no member be initiated with- 
out a certificate signed by the Dean of the Music School that 
said candidate is at least a regular Freshman in the School 
of Music. 

Initiation of Mme. Fanny Bloomfield-Zeisler. 

March 28, 1888. 

First meeting of term called to order by Miss Baker. Miss 
McReynolds inaugurated as President. Mme. Bloomfield 
Tiaving accepted our invitation to become an honorary mem- 
ber of the Fraternity, it was decided to give her a reception on 
the occasion of her concert, April 3rd. Invitation Committee 
was appointed. 
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RESUMB OF THE FIRST THREE TEARS OF 

ALPHA CHAPTER 

(Vol. I. The Lyre) June, 1894, 

"The first year was one of enthusiastic work and at its 
close seventeen active members were registered, besides five 
teachers and artists who had been chosen as honorary mem- 
bers. A principal feature of the work had been the musical 
and literary programs given at the weekly meetings. The 
event of the year was the Soiree Musical. The first songs, 
"Dear to the Heart of Alphas," and "Alpha Prima" were writ- 
ten. 

Dean Howe honored us by dedicating his new "System of 
Pianoforte Technique," to Alpha Chi Omega. 

At the beginning of the second year the attendance was 
considerably reduced, but it was soon increased by new mem- 
bers. The first anniversary was celebrated at the home, of 
Miss Anna Allen (Mrs. Harry Smith). This social event, 
and a reception which was given some weeks later, were oc- 
casions long to be remembered by Alphas. A feature of the 
work of the year was the preparation for extending the organ- 
ization to other institutions. No small amount of time was 
consumed in discussing rules, forms of initiation, forms of 
charter, and devising plans for making the work interesting 
and effective at home, as well as for its extension. 

Correspondence with students at Evanston seemed to 
promise the establishment of our Beta Chapter at Northwest- 
em ; but the fates had decreed otherwise. The correspondence 
with Evanston was still in progress, when we learned that a 
band of students at Albion College was awaiting organization. 
Delegates were sent at once, and on June 4th we held a jubilee 
meeting to celebrate the establishment of Beta Chapter of the 
Sorority. 

It is not my purpose to prolong this short history of the 
Sorority through the remaining years of its existence. One 
of the most pleasant events of the third year was the initiation 
of Madame Fanny Bloomfield-Zeisler to honorary membership. 
The girls were all delighted with the genuine interest she took 
in their work. The reception given in her honor was in every 
way a success."

Professor 
Howe thought of forming a society for the music students 
and referred the girls to Mr. J. G. Campbell to draft a con- 
stitution. Alpha Chi Omega launches out with brilliant pros- 
pects. 

Quite a little interest is manifested over the new ladies* 
fraternity. The charter members are Estelle Leonard, Bertha 
Deniston, Nellie Gamble, Amy Du Bois, Bessie Grooms, Olive 
Burnett and Anna Allen. We understand their badge will be 
in the shape of the Grecian Lyre. 

(De Pauw Monthly. November, 1885.) 

A new fraternity for ladies has been established at De 
Pauw, Alpha Chi Omega. The fraternity was organized ex- 
pressly for the music students ; no one can become a member 
unless she is in some manner connected with the School of 
Music. They started out with fifteen members and are making 
a successful debut. The badge is very handsome, made in 
the shape of a Lyre and beautifully set with pearls and dia- 
monds. 
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DEVELOPMENT 

BXTBNSION 

The First Three Chapters. 

The extension of a Fraternity is a vital matter which re- 
quires a progressive, yet conservative policy, well balanced 
judgment, and broad, loyal interest on the part of those already 
within the Fraternity, especially of those in adminialtrative of- 
fices. 

The matter of the extension of Alpha Qii Omega was 
definitely considered when the Fraternity was founded, and 
provision was made in the constituti(m for the establishment 
of sister chapters. According to the ruling adopted, the first 
three chapters were to be established by the consent of Alpha 
after which time, until the creation of the Grand G>uncil, a 
two-thirds vote of the chapters was required in order to grant 
a charter, but with the advent of this governing body a new 
system was naturally adopted. 

From the time when the organization had been duly com- 
pleted, the members of the Mother Chapter were alert for a 
good field for the Beta Chapter. After considerable investiga- 
tion they had expected to establish the second chapter at 
Northwestern University, but other correspondence with music 
students at Albion College soon developed to such an extent 
that Bertha Deniston and Mary Jones were sent to Albion, 
Michigan, where they installed Beta Chapter May 27, 1887. 

Mrs. Tennant (Mary Jones) writes of that installation: 

When we reached Albion, though we were tired from our jour- 
ney, the girls met us with great enthusiasm and we were immedi- 
ately conducted to the home of £hnma Crittenden, where the ini- 
tiation ceremony was held at once in order that the girls might 
that very evening "eurprise everybody" by wearing Alpha Chi 
Omega ribbons. I have always felt that things were conducted with 
unseemly haste, but we were young and unsophisticated. That 
evening, immediately after the ceremony, we all attended a large

college reception where the Initiates received the hearty congratu- 
latlona of their friends. The next day we Indulged in drives and 
in other pleasures. 

From that time the two chapters worked together with the 
idea of extension and Beta re-opened the correspondence with 
Professor Locke, Director of tihe Conservatory of Music at 
Northwestern University, which action resulted in the estab- 
lishment of Gamma chapter in that university November 14, 
1890, by Alta Roberts (Alpha) and Jean Whitcomb (Beta). 
Of this installation Mary Satteriield Osgood (Gamma) writes: 

Earlf one cloudy morning in November, 1890, Jean Whitcomb, 
delegate from the Grand Chapter then at Albion, Michigan, arrived 
in Bvanston, presumably as my guest 

She was made welcome, and the Ijrre she had worn as a means 
of recognition was immediately removed for fear others might 
guess the secret of her mission before the consummation of our 
plans. Later, Alta Roberts of Alpha appeared on the scene. Word 
of their arrival was quickly passed among the girls, who had long 
been looking forward to this time, and all was suppressed excite- 
ment and expectation pending the initiation. 

This event for six of the girls took place on the evening of 
the same day, Saturday, November 12, 1890, in the attic of WiUard 
Hall. Miss Whitcomb and Miss Roberts made the occasion very 
impressive and beautiful. The seventh girl, Mary Stanford, sang 
regularly in a church in Racine, Wisconsin, and was necessarily 
out of town on Saturday evening, so on her return Monday morn- 
ing, November 14th, she, too, was initiated, and we six had the 
pleasure of participating in our iirst Alpha Chi Omega initiation. 
This initiation took place at her home, and thus was launched 
Gamma Chapter of Alpha Chi Omega. 

Wishing to make known our existence, and to make our first 
public appearance together, we went from Mary Stanford's home 
to the college, where we attended noonday chapel in a body. Our 
coming created sufllcient stir to assure us our secret had not until 
now become known. 

In the evening Mrs. Stanford, who was always our beloved and 
confidential friend, made us welcome guests at her beautiful home 
on Lake Avenue, where, in honor of our new organisation, and as 
a surprise to Mary, she gave us our initial banquet It was a beau- 
tiful and happy affair. Marguerites and smilax, and the colors, 
scarlet and olive green, decorated the table. The evening was de- 
lightfully spent with music and gaiety. 

Gamma immediately shared the responsibility of extension 
work by suggesting, within a month after her installation, 
Allegheny College, Meadville, Pa., as a prospective home for 
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a chapter of Alpha Chi Omega. The investigation was car- 
ried on by Mary Satterfield (Gamma) through correspondence 
with her cousins, Zannie and Elizabeth Tate, both of whom 
were students in Allegheny College, with the result that Delta 
Chapter was installed in Allegheny College, January 29, 1891, 
by Libbie Price (Alpha) and Mary Satterfield (Gamma). The 
birth of Delta chapter is described by Antoinette Snyder Brown 
as follows: 

The real story of Delta Chapter of Alpha Chi Omega had Its 
setting in the old college town of MeadylUe, Pa., and dates from a 
meeting of musical students in January, 1891, at the home of Zannie 
and Elizabeth Tate to meet Libbie Price and Mary Satterfield. 

It is not to be supposed that tnis meeting was entirely im- 
promptu. It had been known for a long time among those who 
formed this inner circle that fateful letters had been passing be- 
tween Miss Tate and Miss Satterfield; and mysterious, quiet dis- 
cussions had been going on among the members of this group, but 
no hint of what it meant had filtered to the outer world. 

Miss Price and Miss Satterfield were both charming girls, and 
we who were invited to meet them seemed to pass their inspection. 
On that very morning, in a gracious and dignified way, we seven 
girls were initiated into the mysteries of Alpha Chi Omega, and 
)!>elta Chapter began its eventful life. 

After the ceremony, a delightful luncheon was served by the 
misses Tate, the first of many Alpha Chi functions in their hospi- 
table home. It then remained to proclaim our existence to the 
other Fraternities. On the next morning, in a body, we attended 
chapel at Allegheny College. Whether we were to be received as 
Greeks, indeed, or were to be held aloof as a presumptuous lot of 
barbarians, we knew not It proved, however, that the Qreeks rose 
to the occasion and at once accepted us as a part of the Greek 
world. 

The establishment of Beta, Gamma, and Delta chapters, 
only, are described here because they belong to practically the 
first five years of the 4ife of Alpha Qii Omega. Further par- 
ticulars concerning the installation of these as well as of all 
the other chapters of the Fraternity will be found on the pages 
devoted to Chapter Histories. 

INSTALLATION OF ACTIVB CHAFTBRS 

It IS interesting to note the natural process of evolution 
which has taken place in the method of installing chapters. 
It will readily be seen from the reminiscences of (hose wlio 
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were present at the initiation of the charter members of the 
first few chapters tliat the system of installation was then but 
in its infancy; yet the minutes of the early meetings give 
much evidence that those early efforts were worthy stepping- 
stones to the present, complete, and impressive system of in- 
stallationi which requires several days in order that the dele- 
gates may conduct the Pledging Ceremony, the pre-entrance 
examinations, and the beautiful Initiation Service. These are 
followed by the Installation Banquet. The delegates remain 
with the new chapter long enough to conduct several business 
sessions and to see that the officers thoroughly understand 
their respective duties. A reception is usually given by the 
initiates so that the delegates may have the opportunity of 
meeting in a social way the faculty and the students. 

Since the policy of Alpiia Chi Omega on the question of 
extension is so well stated in the article written on that sub- 
ject by Alta Allen Loud, in The Lyre for November, 1910, 
that contribution, with slight revision to bring it up to date, 

is quoted in this connection: 

ikfl we ntar the eompletion of tbe first quarter of a oeatmr at 
amr existence as a Oreek letter Fraternity, two qaestlons present 
tiMinsQltee to us. First* have we Jastified our right to live bmhA 
used worthily the gift oC Fraternity bestowed apoa as in ISSST 
aeeoad* hams we grown wisely and well and has our policy of os* 
panelon been all that could be desired? 

To answer the flmt question woald require a thorough investi- 
gation and a heart«to-heart talk not at all appropriate to appear 
on the pages of a Jouraal read 1^ those outside oar ranks. Tot 
withoat self-gloriflcation, we who know the Hehnees of the inner 
Hfe of Alpha Chi Omega can say to one another that this right has 
been deeply Justified. • 

TO coneera ourselves for a moment with question two: 

Among the older women's Fraternities, two dlstlBot elasses 
may be fonnd^^'thooe with large ehapter rolls which endeavor to 
find a plaoe in all the leading Rohools of the oouatry, and a smaller 
nmnber» chataoteriaed by a spirit of conservatism, whose chapters 
are feand in eomparatively few institutions, but these uaoally 
among the beat Among the youngar Fraternities some are fdllow* 
ing one lead, seme another, although the present tendency seems 
to be toward a pretty rapid expansloa^ many apparently feelitss 
eager to be counted among the ptoaesfS. 

Alpha Chi Omega, because of her dual aature, occupies a some- 



what unique position. According to our constitution, chapters maj 
be established in Institutions of collegiate rank where musical in- 
struction may be obtained. But one of our chapters, Zeta, is in an 
institution that does not 'conform literally to these requirements. 
However, it was the writer's privilege recently to visit the New 
England Conservatory, and she was much impressed with the rigid 
literary requirements exacted of the students. Courses in English, 
modem languages and lectures on various subjects were compul- 
sory. Many of the students go there from other colleges and ad- 
vanced institutions, and when we recall the fact that one of Zeta's 
members served us six years in the capacity of treasurer and later 
as business manager of The Ltbe, and that two of our six editors 
have been chosen from her ranks, we feel like paying tribute to 
an institution that produces the artistic results that the New Ehig- 
land Conservatory does and still develops the literary and all-round 
nature of its students. 

Of our other sixteen chapters, twelve are in large universities, 
four in the denominational colleges. In every instance where a 
chapter has been established, we have endeavored to select schools 
where our two-fold requirements could be satisfactorily fulfilled. 
In all these institutions the department of Liberal Arts is excel- 
lent, and with the exception of possibly two universities, a good, 
strong School of Music is in direct affiliation with the institution. 
In these two the music departments are comparatively young and 
greatest stress is laid on the theoretical side. But in these and 
practically all other institutions in the country, the need of music 
is being felt more and more. Higher credits are given for that 
work and we believe that in the near future our leading educators 
will come to recognize the music department of as much vital im- 
portance to the schools as the departments of mathematics, science 
and the languages. 

Necessarily, because of our two-fold requirements, our growth 
has been a slow one. But for that gradual growth, we are indeed 
thankful. Had we granted all the petitions for charters that have 
come to us, our chapter roll would be a very long one. Many re- 
quests for membership have been refused, the majority never going 
beyond the Grand Council. 

Briefly stated, our method of extension work is as follows: 
the vice-president acts as extension chairman, keeps on file a list 
of approved institutions and cares for air correspondence and nec- 
essary work. With her in the work are associated the other mem- 
bers of the Grand Council. If she deems it advisable, petitions, 
recommendations, class records, question blanks, photographs, «t 
cetera, go the rounds of the Council. If fi^rther action is desired, 
a Grand officer or someone selected by the Council, visits the pe- 
titioners and then reports either for or against them. If her rec- 
ommendation be favorable, the matter is presented to the chapters 
for their vote. Often petitioners are urged to wait, to organise 



themselves into a local, with internal development as tbelr aim. 
And it is surprising to see the changes and improvements that oc- 
cur in one or two years in a group of earnest young women banded 
together with the definite purpose of securing a national sisterhood. 

At the close of twenty-five years of our existence, fifteen (now 
seventeen) active and six (now seven) alumnae chapters are our 
portion. That this growth has been a slow, steady one is proved 
by the fftct that during the first ten years of our life but six chap- 
ters were chartered. Since '96 ten more have been added, usually 
not more than one in a year, with the exception of 1907, when 
three charters were granted. However, in two of these three in- 
stances correspondence regarding petitions had been carried on for 
years. 

On the whole, we are well content with the progress made and 
with our extension, which to some outsiders and even to some in 
our own ranks has seemed slow. Internal development, rather than 
a rapid extension, has been our aim, and we are thankful for the 
close, intimate relation that has thus been possible between chap- 
ters and officers. Constitution and Ritual have been revised, cere- 
monies added and changed, our Initiatory work amplified, and many 
perplexing questions of national and chapter policy determined, 
until now, while by no means satisfied, we can rest fairly well 
content with the elimination of many of the petty problems, and 
look forward with eagerness to a struggle with the larger question^ 
ot Fraternal and Pan-Hellenic interest. 

The future will bring us more chapters. We are ambitious for 
no stated number. We care naught for a lengthy chapter roll, per 
se. But wherever we shall find desirable types of young womaiT- 
hood, in institutions that meet our requirements, we shall gladly 
consider them, believing in the strength of union, and the desira- 
bility of a well distributed sisterhood. As our anniversary day 
draws near, we feel very grateful to the seven women who made 
Alpha Chi Omega possible for us, and we desire to develop inwardly 
and outwardly so as to express in the noblest sense the realization 
of their cherished ideals. We regard the gift of Fraternity as a 
sacred one and mean to be unselfish in the sharing of that gift, 
realizing that Fraternity bestows infinitely more upon any indi- 
vidual or group, no matter how worthy, than they can render the 
Fraternity. 

CHAPTER NOMBNCLATURB 

According to' the constitution the letters of the Greek alpha- 
bet are used to designate the chapters in the order of their 
establishment, two letters to be used when necessary. At the 
present time the single letter signifies the active chapter 
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(Alpha, Beta, and so on) while the double letter signifies the 
alumnae chapter (Alpha Alpha, Beta Beta, and so on). 

ALUMNAE CHAPTERS 

From time to time the alumnae of various chapters have 
formed alumnae associations for the purpose of continuing the 
pleasant and helpful relation of fraternal fellowship, but it 
was not until the 1902 convention in Evanston that provision 
was made to charter alumnae chapters. Accordingly the local 
alumnae of Gamma, who had maintained an association for 
several years, with several members from other chapters, were 
chartered as Alpha Alpha, tlie Chicago Alumnae Chapter, 
May 23, 1906. That same year, December 14, 1906, under the 
influence of Alpha alumnae, who had been united in an 
alumnae association for a number of years. Beta Beta Chap- 
ter was chartered in IndianapoliSi Indiana. 

Then followed Gamma Gamma, of New York City, which 
chapter was established November 6, 1907, through the efforts 
of Fay Bamaby Kent (Delta) and Nella Ramsdell Fall (Beta) ; 
and on September 26, 1908, Delta Delta, of Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, whose charter was signed as a result of the interest of 
Epsilon alumnae, assisted by Janetta Allen Cushman (Beta). 
The next year two more loyal alumnae chapters were added 
to the roll, Epsilon Epsilon, of Detroit, signing their chapter 
May 18, 1909, through the efforts of Frank Busey Soule 
(Iota), and Ada Dickie Hamblen (Beta) ; and 2^ta Zeta, of 
Boston, which was established Nov. 9, 1909, as a result of the 
interest of Estelle McFarlane Dunkle (Zeta), and other Zeta 
alumnae. 

Besides these alumnae diapters, alumnae in various sec- 
tions of the country maintain informal associations several of 
which are now in correspondence with the extension committee 
for the purpose of petitioning for charters as soon as the con- 
ditions prove favorable for strong organizations. 

FRATERNITY POLICIES 

As has been previously stated, Alpha Chi Omega was 
founded as a musical (though not a professional) Fraternity, 
drawing its membership entirely from the music students. 



According to ttie constitution, chapters could be placed only 
in good music schools connected with colleges or universities 
of high standing. This constitutional clause was changed at 
the second convention in Albion, ^^3» to include any con* 
servatory of high standard, and under this ruling Zeta chapter 
was established in the New England Conservatory of Music. 
As it developed, this policy tended to make others regard 
Alpha Chi Omega as a professional Fratemityi so the fifth 
convention, 1897, reverted to the first ruling, requiring that the 
Music Schools wherein chapters might be placed must be 
connected with universities or colleges. 

Desiring to broaden the scope and the influence of the 
Fraternity, the 1902 convention in Evanston voted that Alpha 
Chi Omega become a Musical-Literary Fraternity, which 
sentiment was further crystallized by the ruling passed by the 
1906 Convention at Greencastle, permitting thirty-three and 
one-third per cent of the members of each active chapter to be 
chosen from the Colleges of Liberal or Fine Arts, decreeing 
that chapters of Alpha Chi Omega might be established in 
universities or colleges of good standing where musical in- 
struction could be obtained. Inasmuch as this departure ex- 
erted a beneficial effect upon the personnel of the chapters, 
the 1908 Grand Chapter in Champaign ruled that fifty per 
cent of the members of each chapter might be chosen from 
colleges of Liberal and Fine Arts, with the strong recommen- 
dation to future conventions that the percentage of non-music 
students never exceed fifty per cent. As the underlying rea- 
sons for this apparently radical change were comprehensively 
stated by Florence Reed Haseltine in The Lyre, of January, 
1909, that editorial is repeated here as dealing with a theme 
of great interest: 

It would seem at flrst thought that Alpha Chi Omega had made 
at least one radical change at this last Grand Chapter. To allow 
50% of the membership to be chosen from among purely literary 
students after maintaining a SS 1-3% basis so long, would appear 
to indicate a traitorous attitude of heart to those whose interest 
and love of tradition is woven intimately with the musical element 
of our Fraternity. As a matter of fact, this apparently new step 
was not taken at the last convention, but years ago, even as far 
back as the day the first chapter was installed, and later, chapter 
expansion emphasized it The very day Alpha Chi Omega was bom 
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In a literary college, even with a musical inheritance, she was bouiid 
by the law of environment to possees a dual personality. We can- 
not arrest her development nor eradicate her inherent tendencies 
any more than we can suppress certain qualities in an individual 
who has been born under conditions beyond his control, and all 
tending to produce certain results. 

Had Alpha Ohi been bom in a musical college and kept there, 
she could always have remained a strictly musical Fraternity. But 
neither of the two conditions existed. She was bom of musical 
parents, but in a literary atmosphere. Believing in the broad anil 
strong development of her members through continuing where 
there were not only good musical, but strong literary connections 
as well, she has entered thirteen (now sixteen) colleges, and there- 
by forced her chapters to compete with Fraternities which draw 
their membership entirely from the college of Liberal Arts. Under 
a 33 1-3% basis, they were forced into an unfair competition, and 
lest this sound heretical to those who are not familiar with uni- 
versity conditions, we shall explain ourselves. Our universities and 
colleges have not yet realized the true value of music and have 
consequently not given it the attention or the credit that has been 
showered on the college of Liberal Arts. This Is only natural, be- 
cause the growth of popular education In this country has been 
so rapid that the development of the Liberal Arts has almost en- 
tirely absorbed the time and attention of our educators, leaving 
music as a side Issue. In the midst of securing endowments, new 
equipments, and general enlargement, it has been tremendously 
difficult for those who saw the value of Including a musical edu- 
cation in the curriculum, to secure even a faint hearing. A start 
nas been made, thanks to the great work of Mr. Paine of Harvard, 
and Mr. Parker of Wisconsin, and the Music Teachers' National 
Association, but it is a hard task to convince men who have spent 
their lives in the study of mathematics, history, literature and the 
kindred subjects, who have been brought up with the idea that 
music is a talent and an amusement, without which It is very easy 
to get along, that the study of an art Is as Important to the de- 
velopment of our natures as any of their pet subjects. 

To adjust them to the idea that music or any other of the fine 
Arts is not an accomplishment for girls who will take nothing else, 
or the expression of some talent that cannot restrain itself, will 
take years, the idea is so deep rooted. In the meanwhile, the uni- 
versities and colleges will continue to be attended by girls who go 
to prepare themselves for teaching or for the purpose of developing 
themselves, and until the affiliated music schools or any of the art 
departments are on an equally equipped, equally commended, equally 
appreciated basis, the girls who attend these departments will be 
in many cases (there are always exceptions) merely transients, and 
not the strong, earnest type who go for a purpose, otherwise they 
would go to a strictly musical atmosphere where the best is avaSl- 
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able. Alpha Chi is ahead of her time; we say It in no boastfal 
vein, only in recognition of the fact that all the Arts will sometime 
receive their merited place in our educational system. Then any 
restrictions will be unnecessary, as it will be a fair competition. 
Until then we must stand by our girls and protect them. Any other 
course would be unjust, as long as we have placed chapters in any 
university or college of Liberal Arts. 

What can be finer than a membership made up of both ele- 
ments, literary girls and musical girls, with strict Justice to each? 
One needs and completes the other. In that way the chapters are 
allowed to select the best who come for music and not be obliged 
to take indifferent material in order to live up to requirements 
which under present conditions weaken the chapter. Those fine 
and splendid women in our Fraternity who fear lest Alpha Chi 
some time banish all musical requirements, need not suffer one un- 
easy moment That time will never come; it cannot by the very 
nature of the Fraternity. Remember, its parentage was musical, 
and the effect of environment cannot efface all parental instincts 
even were the musical conditions of our colleges not to improve, 
which we cannot believe. There are too many loyal hearts who 
love the art in Alpha Chi, and there always will be. We have had 
some difficulty because we were unfair to one-third of our member- 
ship, but we are now entering an era of fairness to both elements 
represented in our ranks, and with the great body of loyal alumnae, 
tradition, and one-half of our members continuing to uphold the 
art, the future of Alpha Chi must needs be only a development of 
its present requirements, not a relinquishing of either. 

The importance of college education for our girls is now ap- 
parent to every one. That it was for a long time a matter of 
grave doubt is some comfort to those who see the importance of 
Art education likewise, and who have not as yet met with entire 
conversion In all faculties. The difficulty is, and has been, that 
the apparent result of all art study is execution. It is no more 
the true result than a notable collection of facts gathered by the 
student In his study of chemistry or the like, is the main outcome 
of his college career. The art student, we shall say the music stu- 
dent to illustrate our particular case, always provided he Mtudiei, 
and with some fine intellectual teacher. Is taught first of all to use 
his mind, and how soon is that learned in college? Certainly not 
before the Freshman year is nearly over, we would say later if It 
were not for leniency. An eminent musician once said to us, "The 
pupils who come fresh from their high school graduation know ab- 
solutely nothing about using their minds. Concentration is an un- 
known quality to them. They expect by the physical exercise of 
their fingers to accomplish great things. They think when I take 
the unreliable foundation of their talent, real or supposed, away 
from them, and make them rely absolutely on the efforts of their 
intellects, that I am nothing less than a tyrant. And what is the 
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r««iilt? At the close of a period of eudi study and training, the 
mind has come Into its own and is ready for advanced work In 
almoMt any Hne, to say nothing of the refining inflnenoe npon their 
natures from an intimate commnnlon with one of the arts.** If all 
our educators could he initiated into such study and into the 
mathematics of composition, they would lend their assistance to 
promoting a really great work instead of giving it their half-hearted 
attention. 

There is a vast amount of superficial work heing done in musle^ 
hut less and less, as our institutions are hroadening their theoret^ 
leal courses and placing not only talent, hut brains, within the 
reach of our young people. The work is nothing less than wonder* 
ful when seen from the inside, and we wish all the doubting 
Thomases could hare a few years* instruction at the hands of sev- 
eral men we could name. We are willing to forecast their conver- 
sion to the admission that music contributes as much to mental 
development as any of the prescribed university courses. Provided, 
always, that both are Intelligently studied. The ideal development 
would result from a combined study, or allowing one to follow the 
other. The rapid progress resulting f^om this plan has proved Its 
advisability. 

We have no patience with the individual who follows one line 
of study to the exclusion of all others. The wealth of the world 
of Letters and Art is too great for anyone to remain mentally poor 
without doing irreparable injury to himself and to society. Wheth- 
er or not one has any decided inclination towards a particular sub- 
ject should not influence him to its entire adoption or neglect The 
less a subject appeals to us the more do we stand in need of it, and 
the stronger we make ourselves by application to it The oppor- 
tunities which surround college girls are greater than any they 
will encounter in after life, owing to their number and the fact 
that time is then set aside definitely for the precise purpose of tak- 
ing advantage of them. In view of this, we urge each girl, whether 
she is taking a regular college course, or specialiiing in music, to 
be conscientious with the time that will never return in such ab- 
solute freedom and make it count in the building of character and 
mentality, by devoting her efforts to more than the one line of her 
especial choice. 

Those masters of science and art, the ancient Greeks, appreci- 
ated this, and it was later well summed up in these words of the 
Roman philosopher, Seneca, "Shun no toil to make yourself remark- 
able by some one talent Yet do not devote yourself to one branch 
exclusively. Strive to get clear notions about all. Qive us no sci- 
ence entirely, for all science is one.' 
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INSIGNIA, SYMBOLS, PATRON GODDESS AND 

CUSTOMS 

INSIGNIA AND SYMBOLS 

The Badge. 

There is nothing in fraternity symbolism that holds mor^ 
permanent memories of fraternity ideals and vows than their 
outward emblem, the badge. Into its selection, its component 
parts, its entire whole, have been breathed the hope, the 
love and the loftiest aspirations of which young hearts are 
capable, and wliich, because grounded in noble essence, exert 
an influence that can outlive life. 

The beautiful badge of Alpha Chi Omega is a Greek lyre 
of gold, having three twisted strings spanned diagonally by a 
raised and slightly rounded scroll of black enamel bearing 
the Greek letters Alpha Chi Omega in gold. The badge may 
be jeweled or may be of plain or chased gold except that, since 
the ruling of the 1897 Convention, it must contain the three 
required jewels, one at each upper, outer comer and one in 
the center just below the strings, at the head of the triangular 
base of the lyre. The 1910 Grand Chapter restricted the choice 
of jewels to pearls or diamonds or a combination of both. 
This lyre may be accompanied by an attached pin in the form 
of a Greek letter to signify the chapter. The badge may be 
worn only by initiated members of the Fraternity, to all of 
whom the "Mysteries of the Lyre" have a deep significance. 

The original badge of Alpha Chi Omega is in its integral 
parts identical with the one now constituting the official die. 
The differences are that in the first badge the size is larger 
than in the present pins ; the choice of jewels conformed to the 
taste of the owner; the strings are plain, not twisted; the 
scroll is flat and of gold, bearing the &ree Greek letters in 
black, just the reverse of the present scroll. 

In the interest of future uniformity and of a closer kinship 
of pins, the 1906 Grand Chapter ordered an official die for 
the badge, and, further to safeguard its exact design and 
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individuality, provided for the use of identification certificates 
which must now accompany all orders. The badge is made 
only by the official jewelers who receive the certificates through 
the Custodian of the Badge — an officer appointed by the Grand 
President. 

The Pledge Pin, 

As the custom of pledging Greek novitiates with ribbons 
has survived even to the present time, it is evident that a 
pledge pin was not considered necessary in the early frater- 
nity days. The small bow of scarlet and olive green served 
then, as it does now in many institutions, to proclaim its wear- 
ers "followers of the Queen," but in 1893 the less conspicuous 
and more dignified system of pledging with a pin was institut- 
ed, at which time the design selected consisted of a gold stick 
pin in the shape of a lyre bearing a white enamel chapter let- 
ter. As this design was not entirely satisfactor)\ the 1900 
Grand Chapter adopted the pledge pin now in use — ^a small 
diamond shaped pin half of scarlet and half of olive enamel, 
bearing in the center an inlaid golden lyre. This pledge pin 
may be worn by any pledged member of the Fraternity. The 
custom of using pins instead of ribbons is constantly gaining 
favor among the Fraternities and is, in some institutions, a 
Pan-Hellenic requirement 

Honor Pin. 

The Honor Pin was adopted by the 1910 Grand Chapter 
to be awarded as a token of appreciation by Alpha Chi Omega 
to her retiring Grand Council officers who have faithfully serv- 
ed one full term of office. Winifred Van Buskirk Mount and 
Fay Bamaby Kent (with whom the idea originated), as a 
committee, selected the design which they felt the most signifi- 
cant mark of honor, a tiny head of the Patron Goddess, Hera. 
This is a very fine reproduction in solid gold of one of the 
old sculptures and is perfect in detail. On the back of the 
pin IS engraved the name of the recipient, her special office 
on the Council, and the dates of its fulfillment. 

The plate on page opposite illustrates the various official pins 
of Alpha Chi Omega. The lyres are planned to show three 
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stages in the transition of the badge from 1885 to the pres- 
ent time. Figure i illustrates one of the first three badges 
made in 1885, being set with half-pearls and rubies; figure 2 
represents a pin made ten years later with half-pearls and 
three diamonds; while figures 3, 4 and 5 illustrate badges 
made in 191 1 from the ofHcial die, showing the three sizes 
used and the forms of settings, 3 and 5 being jeweled with 
crown set pearls and the three required stones of diamonds, 
while figure 4 represents a pin of chased gold with diamonds 
as the three required jewels. 

Figures 6 and 7 illustrate two types of the pledge pin, and 
figure 8 represents the honor pin. 

To Alta Allen Loud (Grand President), Mary Jones Ten- 
nant (Inspector), Florence Reed Haseltine (Editor of The 
Lyre), Frank Busey Soule, (Grand Secretary), and Mabel 
Harriet Siller (Grand Historian), the first Honor Pins were 
awarded with a deep sense of appreciation and gratitude for 
the energy they have given to fraternity work. Hereafter 
they will wear the head of Hera beside the Lyre as a symbol 
of their unselfish devotion to Alpha Chi Omega and as a token 
of the love, regard and appreciation of the sisters to these, her 
highly honored members. May the wearers of the Honor Pin 
always meet with special recognition and hearty welcome I 

The Coai'of'Arms. 

The Coat-of-Arms of Alpha Chi Omega, which was adopt- 
ed by the 1908 Grand Chapter, attests to the careful work of 
the committee appointed at the 1907 Grand Council Meeting, 
under the chairmanship of Alta Allen Loud, then Grand Presi- 
dent 

The following exposition of the Coat-of-Arms was given 
by Mrs. Loud in The Lyre, for January, 19 10. 

Heraldry, in the restricted eense In which it interests us, may 
be defined as the art of blazoning or describing in proper terms 
armorial bearings. A coat-of-arms is composed of charges depicted 
on an escutcheon representing the old knightly shield. 

Particular, symbols have in all ages been assumed by the vari- 
ous families of mankind, civilized and uncivilized. All good her- 
aldry is symbolic. In the heraldry of a Fraternity there are nsed 
only those symbols which express Its Ideals and which have a deep 
significance for Its members. 
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The rules for blaaonlng* or describing In the teehnloal language 
of heraldry, a eoat-of-arma. are remarhattle for their preclsiea, 
brevity and eompletenees. The first thing to be mentioned Is the 
colors, or, as they are heraldlcally called, the tinctures of the field. 
Tinctures are either of metal, color strictly so called, or fur. The 
colors are denoted by lines — i. e., or heraldlcally speaking, gules, 
by perpendicular lines; green, or vert, by diagonal lines. Next, 
the character of the partition lines when parted — ^1. e., chief, the 
upper part of shield, separated from the rest by a line; a fess, or 
horisontal band in the middle of the shield. Next follow the 
charges — everything contained on the field of an escutcheon being 
called a charge — their names, number, position and color are given. 
Besides the heraldic devices depicted on the shield, there are the 
appenages, including whatever is borne external to the shield, such 
as the crest, and a seroU bearing a motto. These mottoes were 
originally the war<aies of the bearers. 

Heraldry, though arbitrary, is very exact, and the rules of 
blazoning are observed on all occasions with the most rigid pre- 
cision. Repetitions are avoided and as few words as possible used. 
The following Is the Blazon of the oflleial Coat-of-Arms, presented 
by the committee, and approved and adopted by the Fraternity: 

BLAZON OF ALPHA CHI OMBOA ARMS. 

Oules — a fess vert — 

Of the first in middle chief an Open 
Book Or— in middle base a Sheaf of 
Wheat corded of the same. 
Of the second — ^three mullets— argent 
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A Lyric Bird — ppr. 

As described in Greek letters. 



For the benefit of those to whom heraldic deseriptlea and tech- 
nicalities are a foreign tongue, the following translation la given: 

The shield proper is red (gules— perpendicular lines) and di- 
vided by a fess or bar in olive (vert). At the top of the shield 
field ("of the first*' meaning red) is an open book in gold (or), 
and at base point is a garb or sheaf of wheat in same color fast- 
ened with a knot. The fess or bar has on it three white (argent) 
stars (mullets). The crost of Lyre bird is in its natural color 
(ppr). Below Is the scroll, containing the Greek words of our re- 
vised open motto, Xvmnvddfffup rh. aitrara — "Together, let us seek 
the heights." The shield is square and is divided into three 
parts, the number three being significant In our Fraternity. 
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Tour committee has striyen to give you a coat-of-arms abso- 
lutely correct from an heraldic standpoint, marked by the sim- 
pUcity and dignity for which our Fraternity stands, and bearing 
those symbols known and honored by erery wearer of the lyre. 
Shall we not then buckle on our armor, and like the knights of 
old, go forth to battle for Alpha Chi Omega, keeping her fair name 
untarnished, her standards high? 

Seal. 

The custom of using seals bearing S3rnibols, dates back to 
the time when the ancient Egyptians practiced the art of seal 
engraving. The adoption of national coats-of-arms and seals 
has led to a continuance of the custom and now most societies 
have assumed seals for use on their official documents. 

The seal of Alpha C3ii Omega, which is used on all char- 
ters, consists of a circle bearing in the center a Greek lyre— 
the facsimile of the badge — ^and around the circumference the 
inscription, "Alpha Chi Omega — De Pauw Univ. A. D. 1885." 

Colors. 

The colors of the Fraternity selected at the time of the 
founding were scarlet and bronze green, but owing to the dif- 
ficulty encountered in obtaining the correct shade of bronze 
green, the olive g^een was substituted during the first year of 
the Fraternity. 

Olive Burnett Qark writes of the selection of the colors as 
follows : 

"I suppose you have heard how we happened to decide upon 
our colors. We found them in the maple leaf, the October maple, 
beautiful with the tints of autumn, the scarlet and the bronze green 
— ^we found them the day after our first meeting, under a maple 
tree in the east college campus Just opposite the girls' dormitory, 
where we girls were standing debating the many phases of the 
new Fraternity — ^little dreaming, however, of the place the future 
would hold for us." 

In a conversation at the time of the 1910 Convention in 

Detrdt, Estelle Leonard gave an interesting account of the 

formal selecting of the colors (October 19, 1885). She had 

been appointed to bring samples of various colors to the 

meeting, and after trying many combinations, the scarlet and 

bronze green were adopted. Doubtless this selection was the 

result of the conversation mentioned in the above paragraph. 



The Flower, 

As the choice of a flower for a secret organization involves 
many considerations, it is a matter of deep satisfaction in 
Alpha Qii Omega that the founders incorporated into the 
insignia of the Fraternity, so beautiful, so significant and so 
adaptable a flower as the red carnation, and with wise fore- 
thought, added as its accompaniment, the graceful smilax, with 
its message of hope. They not only typify the colors of the 
Fraternity, and at all times of the year lend themselves with 
cheery brightness to the joys and festivities, and even to the 
more solemn occasions of the Fraternity ; but their symbolism 
reaches far deeper, in the Ritual, and in the hearts of the 
members of Alpha Chi Omega. Alpha Chi Omega should 
never lack inspiration to reach the "Heights," from the legend 
of the red carnation and smilax alone. 

The Tree. 

The Holly Tree, also eloquent of the scarlet and olive, as 
well as of many beautiful thoughts, was adopted by the 1908 
Grand Chapter as the Fraternity Tree. The symbolism of this 
tree is well expressed in two poems written respectfully by 
Florence Fall (Beta) published in The Lyre for January, 
1909, and by Lucy Loane (Delta) published in The Lyre for 
January, 191 1, 

The Holly Tree. 

Oh, the holly tree is the tree for me. 
With branches tossing merrily; 

Its branches bright 

Bring gay delight, 
A merry tree is the holly tree. 

Oh, a loving tree is the holly tree, 
Crooning a lullaby tenderly, 

While the stars o'erhead 

Look down, and shed 
Their heavenly light on the holly tree. 

Oh, a holy tree is the holly tree. 

Its red stands for blood shed on Calvary, 

Its thorns for the crown 

From which blood trickled down 
When it circled His brow, as He hung on the tree. 
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Oh, the holly tree is the Christmas tree. 
And the message it brings to you and me 

Is of peace on earth. 

And a Baylor's birth — 
Oh, the tree for me is the holly tree.

The Flag. 

Ever since Alpha Chi Omega enthusiasm was bom in 1885 
it has continued to express itself in tangible forms by the ac- 
quisition of many fraternity emblems, none of which have held 
a more prominent place in college rooms and in fraternity 
halls than the various Alpha Chi Omega flags. These flags 
have usually been expressions of personal taste in the adapta- 
tion of the colors, the Greek letters — AXO — ^and the lyre. As 
the Fraternity developed in uniformity, it was thought best 
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to have an official flag, which woald be individual, significant, 
and which would at the same time, conform to heraldic prin- 
ciples. Hence in 1908, a committee, consisting of Fay Barnaby 
Kent and Mabel Harriet Siller, was appointed to select sudi 
a flag. This conunittee studied the matter thoughtfully and 
carefully, submitting to the Grand Council many drawings, 
both professional and amateur, with the result that a design 
drawn by Mabel H. Siller was selected and adopted by the 
19 10 Grand Chapter as the official flag of Alpha Chi Omega. 
This flag is a rectangle of olive green wiA a scarlet chev- 
ron extending from the center of the top to the two lower 
comers and bearing three olive stars with white tracing, while 
below the chevron on the olive field is the lyre-bird charge in 
scarlet. The flag is made to be suspended from a horizontal 
bar. 

THE CALiLS 

The "yell"— The Non-Musical Cheer. 

Although the earlier members of the Fraternity no doubt 
had ample means of expressing their enthusiasm without a 
uniform "yell," the Convention of 1894, realizing that frater- 
nity ardor could best be vented by means of a universally 
adopted cheer, accordthgly selected the following one : 

Ah! Ahl Ah! Alpha Chi! 
Hio! Hio! Alpha Chi Omega I 

As a test of this "yell" showed the difficulty of vocalizing 
the first line with sufficient vim, the 1896 Convention revised 
it, presenting the one which is now in use and which for fif- 
teen years has continued to raise echoes in every section of the 
country, in answer to Alpha Chi enthusiasm. 

Hi! Hi! Hi! Alpha Chi! 
Chio ! Chio 1 Alpha Chi Omega 

The Musical Cheer. 

The predominating musical spirit in Alpha Chi Omega also 
demanded a share in this happy means of expression for fra« 
temity enthusiasm ; consequently the same Convention ( 1896) 
adopted a musical cheer Which has continued to grow in fa- 
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vor with the years until it faara become a popislar feature of 
Alpha Chi gatheringiB.

The Whistle. 

The national whistle of the Fraternity was first recorded 
officially May 24, 18^7, when a moticm was passed that it 
should be inserted in Ibe constitution.

Secret Motto. 

When Alpha Chi Om^ga was founded the significance ot 
die name selected was considered the secret motto. The mat- 
ter of a separate motto was discussed at several conventions, 
but nothing was definitely determined until 1908, when tiie 
Grand Chapter adopted a distinctively secret motto, suggested 
by Florence Reed Haseltine, thus preserving forever tiie 
"Alpha Chi Omega/' as the larger meaning of the name alone. 

O^n Mott4f. 

At a meeting held May 24, 1887; Alidia Chapter selected 
the open motto, ''Ye daughters of Music, come up higher," 
presented by Mary Jones (Mrs. Tennant). However, after 
Alpha Chi Omega developed into a Musical-Literary Frater- 
nity in 1902, it became advisable to consider an open motto 
which would be equally representative of the two elements 
composing the fraternity membership. As the open motto 
had become very dear within the Fraternity, it was considered 
best to retain its thought as far as possible. After much con- 
sideration, the matter was satisfactorily adjusted by the adop- 



tion in 1909 of the motto, 'Together let us seek the Heights/' 
suggested by Alta Allen Loud. Although little more than two 
years have elapsed since this revised motto has been in use, 
it has already proved its popularity among both active and 
alumnae members. 

Patron Goddess. 

The 1908 Grand Chapter appointed a committee, consist- 
ing of Virginia Fiske Green and Fay Bamaby Kent, to select 
a patron goddess for Alpha Chi Omega. Writing on the 
subject of m3rtfaology in connection with the Greek letter Fra- 
ternities, in The Lyre for July, 1910, Mrs. Green says : 

It seema eminently appropriate that Alpha Chi Omega, origin- 
ally a musical Fraternity, whose emblem Is the Oreek lyre to 
which the old myths were originally song, should have a Qreek 
patron. The ancients were skilled In the art of mnsle, and Orpheus, 
flK>n of Apollo, the patron of music, was the first Oreek lyrist. It 
did not require long and extensive study on the part of the oom- 
mittee to arrive at a definite decision in the matter of a patron. 
The process of elimination was largely used, and there were alao 
a number of postulates as to the qualities and claims that must 
be possessed. First of all, the nationality must be Greek; second- 
ly, we deemed it appropriate that a feminine deity should rule over 
the destinies of a distinctly feminine organisation. Nationality 
and gender determined, it was a question of selecting one out of 
the several available Oreek goddesses. We were strongly in favor 
of a major goddess, and not being averse to aiming high, we de- 
sired one of the heavenly goddesses; also one not previously ap- 
propriated by our sister Fraternities. 

To sketch briefiy the Ore^ myths of creation, Uranus (Heav- 
en) and Oaea (Earth) were married; their children were the 
Titans, personiflcatione of mighty convulsions of the physical 
world. Uranus feared his children and attempted to destroy them, 
but Cronus, the bravest, slew his father and estabUshed himself 
and his sister-queen, Rhea, rulers of heaven and earth. Cronus 
and Rhea had three daughters and three sons; Hestia (Vesta), 
Demeter (Ceres), Hera (Juno), Hades (Pluto), Poseidon (Nep- 
tune), and Zeus (Jupiter). These, led by Zeus, ultimately waged 
war upon their father Cronus and the other Titans, and, after 
many ages, were victorious. Then foUowed a distribution of the 
empire by Zeus, the diosen sovereign. There were ten great gods 
of Heaven — ^Zeus, his sister-wife Hera, his sister Hestia, and his 
children, Athene, Ares, Hephaestus, Apollo, Artemis, Aphrodite, and 
Hermes. The five really great Olympian deities were Zeus, Hera, 
Poseidon, Apollo, and Athene. 
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It waa from these five that we desired to select our patron* 
and Hera held without Question the supreme place. She was the 
greatest and most powerful of the goddesses, for she was Queen of 
Heaven, and the highest divinity after Jupiter; she was also the 
chosen guardian of women, and their aid in seasons of distress. 
I quote the following description from Gayley's '^Classic Myths:" 
'^She was the daughter of Cronus and Rhea, but was brought up 
by Oceanus and Tethys, in their dwelling in the remote west be- 
yond the sea. Without the knowledge of her parents, she was 
wedded to Jupiter in this garden of the gods where ambrosial 
rivers flowed, and where Barth sent up in honor of the rite a tree 
of life, heavy with apples, golden like the sunset Juno was the 
most worthy ot the goddesses, the most queenly; ''ox-eyed," says 
Homer; says Heslod, "golden-sandalled and golden-throned." Glor- 
ious, beyond compare was her presence, when she had hamossed 
her horses, and driven forth the golden-wheeled chariot that 
Hebe made ready, and that the Hours took apart ^ ^ ^ 
The cities that the ox-eyed goddess favored were Argos, Sparta and 
Mycenae. To her the peacock and the cow were dear, and many a 
grove and pasture rejoiced her sacred herds." Her personality in 
literature and art has always been made most attractive. She was 
very majestic, and wore graceful^ flowing draperies; she carried a 
long sceptre and wore a crown upon her brow. She had many 
traits of character that were noble and generous. She was a type 
of virtuous womanhood, and beloved as mother and wife. She was 
the guardian of woman from birth to death and the special pro- 
tectress of marriage. Every year, on the first of March, wives held 
the festival of the Matronalia in her honor. 

We realise that, like the rest of the Olympian deities, she had 
her fkults. Her wrath was great when aroused, and her disposi- 
tion was a Jealous one. But this is the most that can be said 
against her, and were we to take time and space to chronicle the 
innumerable love alEairs of the impressionable Zeus we should find 
ample cause for both anger and Jealousy on the part of his faithful 
wife. It is difllcult to censure her very severely for the occasional 
revenge she was able to take through the effective means of meta- 
morphosing her rivals. Hence, in perusing ancient records, we 
sometimes flnd a fair charmer masquerading unwillingly as an un- 
lovely bear; another as a gentle cow, and so on. Such acts on the 
part of the ox-eyed are to be regretted, but we must remember that 
Ler provocation was great and, after all, her nobility of character 
so tar overbalanced her weaker elements that we do not flnd in 
her the Inconsistencies so apparent in many of the other deities. 
Tn naming her our patron goddess, the traits we wish to emphar 
size are her loyalty, her virtue, her noble dignity, her example 
both as mother and wife, and her all-round womanliness. She was 
regal, generous and pure— well fitted to be a leader among the gods. 
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CUSTOM? 

Fom4^s' Day. ChafUr 4i^nk^jflries. 

It is the work of years to iestat]^Ush traditions, to gain a 
proper periip«sctive of ^enU and values. The early members 
of any migaaisaition ane too ntudi oaaipied with conalniction 
to linger in admiratiofi of what liee ck>se at hand. Rathar 
is it given to those who succeed to the heritage of their lafbors 
to pause in contemplation of their achievements and reverently 
in do homage to tlie love, skiU and uncounted time wbidi 
haiKe so SMierously been given. 

Henee weh etMtonM as the celebration of Pounders' Dtj 
and Chapter Anniversaries, and the more quiet courtesy of 
anniversary letters from tlie Grand Council to the Found- 
firs and to I>eaffi Howe, grow 'm importance and significance 
witli each paamng year. Founders' Day is celebrated through- 
out «he FratcniSty by chapter letters to the Founders, by 
alumnae reunions, programs and reminiscences, and often 
Iry informal social affairs planned in honor of the day ; chap- 
ter anniversaries are celebrated by special ceremonies and 
festivities of individual chapter dmce, often inclttding the ex- 
diang^ng of college pennants, diapter pieturas and letters 
among the active chapters. The colors of the Fraternity are 
worn by the active members on both these occasions as well as 
on the days of installation of new diapters. 

Prises. 

Odier customs of recent years are die awarding by The 
Lyre annually of a prize for the best undergraduate article in 
the EicAcicTo department of The Lyjie; the annual presenta- 
tion of The Lyre Loving Cup to that chapter which ranks 
highest in ita Lyre relatmis, the decision resting upon liter* 
ary excellenee of contributions, and upon prtmiptness and 
business-like methods; the name of the winning diapter and 
the year is engraved upon the cup ; and the presentation of a 
loving cup by the Grand Council to the chapter entertaining 
Grand Chapter, the cup to be retained until the iollowtng eon- 
wntion. 

In J909, Iota chapter inaujgurated the custom, which has 
since been followed by some other chapters, of awarding a 
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loving cup at the annual chapter reunion, to the freshman 
having the highest sdiolarship for that year. This cup also 
rotates from year to year, each time having engraved upon 
it tiie name of the honored freshman. 

Chapter Reunions. 

Several of the diaplers Itta^t' tbe edstcxn of holding annual 
reunions, usually at Commencement time^ when every effort 
is made to secure a large attendance. Mu's reunion takes tfie 
form of aa annual house party immediately foUawing oom- 
mencement At these times banquet^s and other social af- 
fairj^ add to the natural pleasure of meeting with old friends 
amid the familiar college scenes^ 

Ceremonies. 

Aside from the beautiful and impressive initiation service 
the Fraternity has appropriate ceremonies including the' pledg- 
ing, installation of officers, opening and closing of chapter 
meetings, anniversary, valedictory, memorial, and affiliation 
ceremonies. 

fferostt. 

Alpha Gii Omega dedicates one day to sacrifice in the 
name of her Patron Goddess, as did the ancient Greeks whose 
worship of Hera was solemn and universal. In the early 
spring, singular festivals called "Heraea," were celebrated by 
wonderful processions to her temples, where ceremonies and 
games wene held and enormous sacrifices made, the meat 
afterwards being distributed to the poor. On the first day of 
March (which is also the "Matronalia," Jund*s great festival 
among the Romans) Alpha Chi Omega, too, lays her gifts 
upon the altars of Hera ; not with pomp and ceremony, but itt 
actual deeds by her members, contributing to the welfare 
and happiness of others. As individuals, or as chapters, each 
particular talent is consecrated to this noble idea. Some 
members sing, play, or distribute flowers in hospitals; others 
givt aid ta the poor; and thus sunshine is poured into many 
hearts. Nowhere is the spirit lacking, and March the first is 
a wonderful day in the calendar of Alpha Chi Omega. 
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GOVERNMENT 

GRAND CHAPTHR 

The First Grand Chapter. 

Like the evolution of species, government is invariably a 
development of needs, and as such rarely, if ever, starts out 
fully equipped for future exigencies; yet thirteen years were 
destined to pass before the original plan of government in 
Alpha Chi Omega was materially altered to meet the demands 
of a growing and progressive sisterhood. During that time, 
with the exception of a two-year* period for Beta, 1894-1896, 
out of loyalty to and as a tribute to the mother chapter. Alpha 
was vested with the title of Grand Chapter, the duties and 
power of which body differed materially from those of the 
present one of the same name. 

This original grand chapter, under the guidance of the 
officers of Alpha, had legislative power until the first conven- 
tion, 1891, after which year the name t)rpified an honor rather 
than governing power, since the first cabinet of general officers 
was elected at the first convention. 

The National Convention {Later Grand Chapter). 

For seven years succeeding the first National Convention 
of Alpha Chi Omega, 1891, these assemblies convened annual- 
ly until 1898 with the exception of the years 1892 and 1895. 
During this period the government of the Fraternity was 
vested in the conventions, with advisory power divided be- 
tween the general officers and Alpha as Grand Chapter. The 
official element of these conventions was composed of one del- 
egate from each active chapter, each member having one vote. 
In 1898 two decisive changes were wrought in the government 
system of the Fraternity, the creation of a Grand Council and 
the provision for biennial instead of annual conventions. 
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From that year to the present, the National Convention, 
or, as it was christened in 1904, the Grand Chapter, has con- 
stituted the supreme ruling power in Alpha Chi Omega. It 
is composed of the Grand Council and one official delegate 
from each active and alumna chapter, each member having one 
vote. Official attendance on the part of the members of the 
Grand Council and the delegates is compulsory. Each chap- 
ter is permitted to send other delegates as alternates, but 
this does not increase the number of votes allowed a chapter. 
In 1908 the voting privilege was extended to the Ex-Grand 
Presidents, and in 1910 to the Founders. 

Previous to 1910 the time and meeting place of the Grand 
Chapter was determined by the previous convention and all of 
these assemblies were held in university or college towns with 
the local chapters acting as hostesses. That year the innova- 
tion of a summer convention was tried with Theta and Epsilon 
Epsilon Chapters as joint hostesses in charge of arrangements. 
In the future the time will be left to a committee within the 
Grand Council, and the chapters will entertain in groups. 



THB GRAND C0T7NCIL 

As has been stated in the above paragraph the Grand 
Council was created in the year of progressive changes, 1898, 
and since its inception — due to the wise suggestion of Alta 
Allen Loud — ^it has continued to be the balance in the internal 
fraternity mechanism which has maintained a true adjustment 
in fraternity policies and the countless matters which must be 
dealt with in the two-year intervals between conventions. 
This Grand Council is composed of alumnae of proved ability 
who are elected by the Grand Chapter to the positions of 
Grand President, Vice-president, Secretary, Treasurer, In- 
spector, Historian and Editor of The Lyre, thus making a 
cabinet of seven members. Until 1902 the Grand Council 
consisted of five officers, in which year the office of Grand 
Historian was added and two years later the office of In- 
spector. 

During the interim between conventions, the Grand Coun- 
cil is the supreme governing body of the Fraternity, and pos- 
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sesses legislative power subject to constitatioik It is tkos the 
reat administrative force of the Frateniitf. For five jears 
after the orgamiatioa of the Grand Cbandl, its business was 
transacted entirely through correspondenoe. As this method 
of procedure proved inadequate, the convention of 1902 order- 
ed the convemng of the Grand Conncil in the inter-conventioit 
years, the time and place of such meeting to be determined by 
the Grand Connctl itself. Since that time tiie eooncil has 
also met for conference immediately preceding conventions, 
wUch custom makes their meetings sonmal occurrences. 

Aside from performing tfie duties naturally incumbent 
upoft ofScers of their respective titles, the Grand Officers are 
constantly occujMed with a vast amount of committee work 
.of various descriptions. Naturally die President is an ex- 
offidoi member of all committees, with the exception of the 
committee on examinations of whidi she is permanent chair- 
many the Vice-president is chairman of the Extension Com- 
mittee, and while that officer has not always been the one to 
investigate and to install new chapters, the matter of exten- 
sion and investigation is, to a great extent, in her hands. 
While the Treasurer handles the finances of the Fraternity 
primarily, in late years two ot these officers have also filled 
the position of business manager of The Lyre in addition to 
performing the regular duties. The Grand Secretaries have 
frequently managed conventions as well as attended to the 
Council correspondence. They have also acted in the capac- 
ity of Custodian of the Badge. The Inspector, in addition to 
her duties of visiting all the active chapters once in two years, 
has for years also, been the delegate of Alpha Chi Otaeg^ to 
the National Pan-Hellenic Conference and has done valuable 
committee work in that capacity. 

In the early days of the journal the Editor of The Lykb 
acted also as the Business Manager, but with the growth of 
the Fraternity as well as the growth of the journal, this has 
been an impossibility; the separate office of Business Mana- 
ger was created, giving the Editor the needed time to devote 
to her literary work and to serve on numerous committees. 
Aside from keeping up to date the history and the card index 
catalogue of the Fraternity, the Grand Historian keeps the 
archives and a complete file of the publications of Alpha Chi 
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Om^fa. This officer has also compiled the directories and 
issued the annual alumnae letter. 



GHAPTBR INSFBCTION 

Whea the 1904 G>nvention in Meadville created the office 
of Iaq>eclor in the Grand Council, a new era dawned in tixt 
Fraternity, and an important step was taken towards a closer 
understanding and coKiperation between the Grand Council 
and the active chapters, and a firmer stand was made for high 
sdiolarsfaip and for thorough business methods within the 
chapters. The Inspector, or a delegate appointed by her, 
visits each active chapter in the interim between the biennial 
eonrentions. During these visits she not only becomes closely 
acquainted witfi die active members of the chapter and inspects 
their books, records, and fraternity equipment to see how 
the businesfi- of the chapter is being conducted, but she holds 
coolerences with the Dean of Women^ the Alumnae Adviser, 
the Chaperon, the mothers (when possible), and with variouv 
instructors, in order to team the standing of the chapter in 
the coflege, and the scholarship of the individual mentbers. 
When possible she meets with the local Pan-Hellenic Associa- 
tion, sometimes addressing that organizati(»i, for, being the 
ifatemity reptesentative to the National Pan-Hellenic Confer- 
ence, she is well versed in the matters of vital interest to those 
bodies; At Feast once a semester a report from the Dean of 
Women and scholarship reports of the individual members of 
each chapter are sent by the chapter secretary to the Inspector. 
Tlie results of her investigations are reported by her annually 
lo> the Grand Council, and biennially to the Grand Chapter. 

The sole incumbent of this office in Alpha Chi Omega, 
until the 1910 Grand Chapter elected Myrta McKean Dennis 
to succeed her, has been Mary Jones Tennant. The valuable 
service she has rendered to Alpha Chi Omega by her unselfish 
devotion to the best hiterests ai the individual chapters, and of 
the Fraternity as a whole, is gratefully appreciated by the 
entire membership. Mrs. Tennant contributed to The Lyre 
lor November, 1910, the following interesting resume of her 
work: 
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There comeB a day In all fraternal organizations when it 
seems an imperative duty to have fraternity representatives yislt 
the indlyidaal chapters. 

The term "Inspector" is a misnomer. Elder Adviser, or Ad- 
vlser Counselor would more nearly fit the case. The business of 
such a person is not to criticise right and left and report to head- 
quarters only the disagreeable diacoveriee. On the contrary, the 
work may or may not Include this, but it certainly does compre- 
hend other things much more difficult of accomplishment To 
make acquaintance with local conditions; to get into sympathetic 
touch with the chapter life, note its standards as manifested in 
the customs, manners, social life, scholarship of its members; to 
leam the faculty and student attitude toward one anothe]>-^ese 
are a few of the things which the Inspector must deal with. 

Alpha Chi Omega's chapter roll is not long, but her field is 
large. She has a place in the representative institutions through- 
out the land. Her expansion policy has always been conservative. 
B*or this reason, six years ago, when the Inspector was appointed, 
it was believed that her work and that of the Extension Secretary 
could be advantageously combined. After a trial of two years the 
correspondence alone involved too much time to continue such an 
arrangement, so the Inspector's work at present is independent. 

In these six years forty-seven inspection visits have occurred, 
forty-two having been made by the writer. Lambda Chapter, Syra- 
cuse University, and Omicron Chapter, Baker University, were in- 
stalled during the period of combined extension and inspection 
service. 

Great changes have taken place in college Ufe in the last ten 
years. Some are not aware of this. The commercial and ma- 
terialistic demand has been such that faculties have devoted most 
of their time to the adjustment of courses to this end. Today 
throngs are in recitation halls where fonnerly every student's name 
could be called. 

Time solves many problems — so do alumnae. We believe the 
splendid body of women comprising our alumnae are awakening 
to the situation that today confronts our college girls, and when 
fully aroused they will coH>perate with the forces now at work and 
the result is bound to be a different and better basis for the 
growth of the fraternity life. 



ALUMNAE ADVISERS 

The close relation existing between the active chapters and 
the administration of Alpha Chi Omega has always been a 
source of gratification to the Grand Council, and when in 1908 
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the system of official inspection was supplemented by the con- 
stitutional requirement of Alumnae Advisers, the officers felt 
assured that an even closer and more personal communion had 
been secured. Formerly the office of Alumnae Adviser was 
opti<Hial with the chapters, being regulated by chapter policies, 
but now that it is required and is an annually elective one, to 
insure harmony and sympathy, the small local difficulties 
which confront any chapter, have been greatly minimized and 
a sound, co-operative, working > basis established between 
active chapters, alumnae and the Grand G>uncil. 

Although the Alumnae Advisers form an advisory com- 
mittee who work with the Inspector, conduct the annual fra- 
ternity examinations, furnish reports to the Inspector and oth- 
er Grand Officers at stated intervals, and act as alumnae rep- 
resentatives to the local Pan-Hellenics, their duties are other- 
wise left to their discretion and good judgment. In a word, 
they act as sympathetic guardians to the chapters by whom 
they are elected and in all cases they are sincerely loved by 
the active members and are diosen to fheir positions because 
of their ability and loyal fraternity service. 



FINANCES 

Since the first two years of Alpha Chi Omega's existence 
when the finances of the Fraternity were naturally controlled 
and borne by Alpha Chapter, the development of a financial 
system has been correlative with the growth and progress of 
other departments within the Fraternity. With the increase 
of chapters, installation fees and annual chapter dues paid into 
the Grand Treasury for the general maintenance of the na- 
tional organization were a natural outcome. This fund has 
always provided for the expenses of Grand Officers and later 
for a certain per cent of the expenses incurred by the chapter 
delegates to the Grand Chapter, as well as for the many inci- 
dentals naturally connected with a national order. Until 1908 
the Grand Treasury also assisted in the finances of The Lyre, 
but at the 1908 Convention the Business Manager, Laura 
Howe, reported to the great satisfaction of the Fraternity, 
that The Lyre had become not only self-supporting but pos- 
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sessed a generotts balance in its treasury. . The publication of 
the Directory and the various editions of the Scfog Book have 
been financed by the Grand Treasury until the time of their 
self payment, after whidi the loan was returned and the re- 
maining proceeds retained in a separate fund' for such pur- 
poses as the Grand Council should direct 

At the 1908 Grand Chapter a fund for the publitation of 
an annual Alumnae Letter was provided for by the levying 
of an annual tax on both active and alumnae chapters, since 
which action it has been possible to publish and to issue to 
each alumna, an annual letter of interest and information. 

Except for their annual chapter dues to the Grand Treas- 
ury (which were made a per capita tax by the 1908 Grand 
Chapter) and for The Lyre and Alumnae Letter support^ 
chapter finances are left to the discretion of the individual 
chapters ; however, each chapter is required to report its finan- 
cial condition once a month to the Grand Treanner on blanks 
provided! for that purpose, ami to keep its accoimfea according 
to the instructions and model pages compiled by the Grand 
Treasurer. 

CONSTITUTION AND RITUAL 

The keen sense of responsibility and worthy ambition 
which characterized the Founders of Alpha Chi Omega is 
nowhere better illustrated than in the records of their chapter 
meetings, some of whidi are given elsewhere in this volume. 
The earnest, conscientious effort to revise and amplify the 
Constitution, adapting it to all the particular needs which time 
and growth evolved, is constantly apparent, an effort whidt 
vividly portrays the seriousness with which these early work- 
ers took their fraternity life, and their wisdom and foresight 
in building for the future. 

As has been stated, the first constitution of Alpha Chi 
Omega was drafted by James Campbell and accepted by 
Alpha Chapter, December 5, 1885. Two months later a com- 
mittee from the chapter was appointed to rewrite this consti- 
tution and ritual and make them more adequate and compre- 
hensive in form and substance. In about two months the 
revised documents were accepted by Alpha and for eight

fcsm thei«a£tef the Constttmion^ because cont^mng the ritual 
pf the Frateroity, was kept secret BeUeviiq: in the advisahilr 
ity, if not oeoessity, ol tnaintaioing au ppen ooostttutioi^, the 
Grand Chapter -oi 1904 (Meadville) passed a resolutim au- 
thorizing tbe separation ci the Constitution and the Bitual, 
since winck tivoe it has been possible to use the former openly 
wibile maintaining the latter sacred within the Fxatemity. 
From the appointment in 1886 of tiiat first committee on 
"oonstitutipoal changes/' to the Jast appoinment of 1910, there 
has been constant provision made for the amendments and 
alterations which the enlarging scope and influence of the 
Fratemily have demanded 

The Initiation Service, which was recently revised by a 
coomiittee composed of Fay Bamaby Kent, Ndla Ramsdell 
Fall and Virginia Fisk Green, was given at the 1910 Cc»i- 
yention in Detroit. Words are inadequate to express the 
in^ressiveness of this ceremony, rich in the beauty of its lo£ty 
ideals, its music and its symbolism. 

The same Grand Chapter appointed Mrs. Fall and Mrs. 
Green as a committee to make a thorough revision and cor- 
rection of all the books and ceremonies, the results of their 
labors to be presented to the 1912 Grand Chapter. 

Copies of the Constitution and Rittul are naturally fur- 
nished the Grand Officers, the Chapters and the Alumnae Ad- 
visers, in addition to which the chapters are also provided with 
the Bond and the books containing all the ceremonies. 



RBC0RD8, FORMS AND RBP0RT8 

Grand Chapter and Grand Council Minutes, Reports and 
Forms. 

Immediately after the sessions of the Grand Chapter and 
the Grand Council, a comj^te set of typewritten minutes is 
sent to each Grand Officer and to each Chapter. In order to 
ceacb the alnnmae, the general business and the social features 
of Ijie Grand Chapter ane always presented in tlie number of 
The Lysk immediately following a convention. In addition 
to the minutes of all conventions and Grand Council meetings, 
die file of Ae Grand Historian ccmtains blanks of all the re- 
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ports and forms which are in use in the Fraternity, such as 
the Annual Visiting Report whidi is filled out in June by 
the Inspector, who files otie copy and sends a duplicate to the 
Grand Treasurer; the Annual Chapter Report which is filled 
out in March by the Alumnae Advisers and sent to the In* 
spector to be filed; the Annual Membership Report which is 
filled out in May by the diapter historian and sent to the 
Grand Historian to be filed ; Chapter Reports for Conventions 
and Grand Council Meetings; Affiliation Certificates which 
must be presented by members wishing to afiiliate with other 
chapters than the one in which they took their vows ; Identifi- 
cation Blanks (for the protection of the badge) whidi must 
be properly filled out and forwarded by die Custodian of tnc 
Badge to one of the official jewelers with any order for a 
badge; Membership Certificates which are presented to mem- 
bers at the time of initiation ; Convention Credentials for the 
use of the chapter delegates ; Charter Form ; Calendar ; Peti- 
tion Form ; Treasurer's Report and Pledging Record. 

The Reports of Officers and Chapters for Conventions and 
Grand Council Meetings and the Convention Credentials are 
filed by the Grand Secretary, as are also the lists of questions 
for discussion for conventions and die Minutes of Grand 
Chapter and Grand Council Meetings. 



Charter. 

The formal documents of a national organization are al- 
ways prized because of their great intrinsic value. The most 
important of the fraternity documents are the Charter and 
the Membership Certificates. 

At the meeting of Alpha chapter, held April 23, 1887, a 
committee consisting of Mary Jones and Estelle Leonard was 
appointed to draw up a charter to be granted to f utuie diap- 
ters. This committee presented at the meeting of May 13, 
1887, a form which after slight revision was adopted as the 
official charter. This original charter, whidi was more ornate 
than the present one, was lithographed on imitation parch- 
ment, the names of the charter members .and of the general 
officers being signed respectively by those members, while

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on the lower left-hand corner was affixed the gold seal with 
small pieces of scarlet and olive ribbon. 

With the establishment of the first altminae chapter in 
19069 it became necessary to prepare a new form of charter 
for alumnae chapters since the original one was not suitable 
for that purpose. Accordingly a ocMnmittee, consisting of 
Laura A. Howe, Edith Manchester and Mabel Harriet Siller, 
was appointed to draw up such a form, the result of their 
work being a printed charter somewhat similar to, though of a 
more simple design, than the one in use for active chapters. 

With the addition of new chapters it seemed advisable to 
have a uniform charter for both active and alumnae chapters ; 
accordingly Laura Howe was appointed a committee to select 
such a charter. After a careful study of the matter, die com- 
mittee presented to the 1910 Grand Chapter the form which 
was adopted by that body as the official charter. This docu- 
ment, which is very handsome in the extreme simplicity of its 
design, is engraved on parchment, bearing the coat-of-arms 
at the top. The names of the charter members are to be exe- 
cuted by hand in uniform lettering in the space provided for 
that purpose while on the l6wer left-hand comer are to be 
affixed the gold seal and the colors of the Fraternity. 

Membership Certificate. 

Every member of a secret organization takes pride and 
pleasure in the possession of a certificate of membership as 
something tangibly that gives a feeling of satisfaction. 

At the meeting of Alpha, May 24, 1887, when preparations 
were being made for the installation of Beta chapter, a motion 
was passed that "cards be purchased to be used as certificates 
of admission to the Fraternity." There was, however, no pro- 
vision made for uniform cards of membership until 1902 when 
Edith Manchester was appointed to draw up such a form. The 
result of the work of this committee was a simple, attractive, 
printed card, bearing a lyre, the facsimile of the badge, em- 
bossed in white at the top, while the lower part contained 
spaces for the signatures of both Grand and Chapter President 
and Secretary. 
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Wttli the growth of the Fraternity, it seemed advisable to 
provide a more handsome certsficale, aad flie 1908 Grand 
Chapter appoisited Laura Howe as a cofnmittee to select such 
a form. Careful consideraiicn of Ae matter ivsuked in the 
card which was adopted by the 1910 Grand Chapter as the 
official Membership Certificate. On tiiis beandlnl engraved 
card bearing the ooat-of^arms in iht npper kft-faand comer, 
the name of the initiate is to be executed by hand in uniform 
lettering while at the lower rigl^-hand comer space is left for 
the signatures of the Grand President and Secretary. 

Chapter Books and Records. 

Tlie diapters are supplied with officers' books containing 
model pages and instructions as to the proper method of keep- 
ing the bodes. Each chapter is required to keep an up-to-date 
record of its history, a roll book which gives in detail the per- 
sonal history of each member, and a card index directory. 
Besides these records most of the active chapters have interest- 
ing scrap books containing prc^jams, clippings, photographs, 
and other mementoes of chapter interest. 

Files of Publications, 

The Editor of The Lyre and the Grand Historian have 
complete bound files of The Lyre, while each active chapter 
is required to have a complete bound file of The Lyre and a 
file of all other Alpha Chi Qmeg^ publications since its instal- 
lation. It is also advised that the chapter libraries contain 
copies of Mrs. Martin's Sorority Handbook and of Baird's 
Manual of Fraternities. The Grand Historian has a complete 
file of all the publications of the Fraternity. A file of the 
publications of Alpha Chi Omega is also deposited in tiie Pan- 
Hellenic collection in the New Y<M"k City library. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

Prior to 1902, fraternity examinations in Alpha Chi Omega 
were optional with the chapters, the general custom being 
that of giving them only to pledged members immediately prior 
to ^eir initiation. During the period from 1902 to 1908 of- 
ficial Fraternity examinations were held annually for both 
pledges and active members. As the lack of necessity for re- 
quiring active members to take these examinations every year 
soon became apparent, the 1908 Grand Chapter ordered that 
a system of graded examinations be adopted, and appointed 
Alta Allen Loud and Mabel Harriet Siller to prepare the sets 
of questions. This plan provides for a pre-entrance examina-: 
tion to be given immediately before initiation, a second exam- 
ination to be given in the second year of fraternity life, and 
another in the third year, the members active for four or more 
years to be exempt from further examinations. 

The questions are not confined to facts concerning Alpha 
Chi Omeg^, nor even to fraternity matters in general, but they, 
include points of general collegiate interest which every Fra- 
ternity member should know. The pre-entrance examination 
covers the organization and history of Alpha Chi Omega ; the 
second covers the constitution, by-laws, ritual, and ceremonies ; 
while the third deals with policies, alumnae chapters, Pan-Hel- 
lenic and general fraternity and collegiate matters. 

For several vears a committee of the Grand Council had 
charge of the examinations, but as this extra work proved too 
great a tax upon these otherwise busy officers, in 1909 the 
Grand Council authorized the appointment of an official ex- 
aminer. This office was held by Mary Ferine (Beta) in 1909- 
10 and by Mary Emma Griffith (Lambda) in 1910-11. The 
examinations are conducted by the alumnae advisers of the 
respective chapters, who correct the pre-entrance papers (as 
these examinations are given at divers times of the year) and 
send the other papers to the Examiner who corrects them and 
sends the individual grades to the respective chapters. A re- 
port of chapter averages is published annually in The Lyre. 
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CHARTER GRANTS 

The granting of charters was at first naturally the pre- 
rogative of Alpha, the first three chapters having been estab- 
lished through her consent. After that time a certain per cent 
of the votes of all the chapters was required, until the Grand 
Council was established. At the present time, the matter of a 
new chapter must be first passed upon by the Grand Council; 
if the petition is favorably considered by that body, it is then 
submitted to the active chapters for consideration, and a two- 
thirds vote required for its acceptance. 

All fields for new chapters must be investigated by a 
Grand Council member, or by some one appointed by the 
Council, and all installations must be conducted by a Grand 
Ofiicer assisted by as many other officers, alumnae and active 
members as possible. Any group of persons petitioning for 
a charter of Alpha Chi Omega, either active or alumnae must 
use the specified form ; since the 1908 Grand Chapter meeting 
only those whose names appear on the last petition are recog- 
nized for charter membership. This subject is more fully 
treated under "Extension." 
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NATIONAL OFFICERS 

The Grand Officers are elected at the closing session of each 
Grand Chapter, but, in order to facilitate matters for the 
successors, the retiring officers continue their duties for two 
months after convention. As is stated in the chapter on Gov- 
ernment, during the early years of Alpha Chi Omega, Alpha, 
except for a term of two years for Beta, was Grand Chapter. 
Thus Alpha's officers were really the general officers of the 
Fraternity until the First Convention elected the first National 
Officers.

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NATIONAL CONVENTIONS 

Alpha Chi Omega Conventions have provided the means 
by which the Fraternity has been enabled to advance, from 
the time when Alpha Chapter sent its first delegates, Mary 
Janet Wilson and Anna Cowperthwaite, to Albion, to hold an 
informal conference with Beta Chapter upon important mat- 
ters of mutual fraternity interest, thus paving the way for 
the first National Convention in the fall of that year, 1891, 
when the fraternity family consisted of three chapters. As 
our Conventions are studied from that time down to the last 
convention of twenty-one chapters, with its strict parliamen- 
tary procedure and its unprecedented attendance of ten to ev- 
ery active chapter, the realization deepens that were it not for 
the character, the loyalty, and the true womanliness of those 
who composed the early membership of Alpha Chi Omega, 
the larger and later development of the Fraternity would have 
been impossible. It is therefore with respect and deepened 
interest that attention is focused upon all the conventions 
in the history of Alpha Chi Omega and with true perception 
that the same enthusiasm, devotion, hard work and abilit}' have 
characterized each one, and have been as potential factors in 
determining the present success of the Fraternity, as they 
will be in moulding its future. 

First National Convention. 

The First National Convention assembled as the guests 
of Alpha Chapter, October 20-23, 1891, with representatives 
from each of the three active chapters in attendance. The 
meetings were held at the homes of Mrs. Anna Allen Smith 
and Ethel Sutherlin, and were presided over by Anna Cowper- 
thwaite as chairman. The Convention, although small in num- 
bers, apparently accomplished much, as it revised the consti- 
tution, the by-laws, the initiation, affiliation, opening and clos- 
ing ceremonies, adopted a pledging ceremony, additional signs 
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and S3miboIs, authorized the publication of a fraternity jour- 
nal and a song book, voted Alpha as Grand Chapter and held 
many discussions on the subject of extension. The election 
of officers was uniquely conducted by determining the chap- 
ters which should rightfully hold each office and electing 
the individual officers accordingly. 

As a regular convention register was not employed until 
1908, the attendance lists of the early conventions must neces- 
sarily be incomplete.

It was at this time that the requirement of the three 
significant jewels in the badge was made constitutional.

The Sixth National Convention was held in Albion, Michi* 
gan, December 1-3, 1898, Beta Chapter once more acting as 
hostess. As Beta was fortunate in having a delightful little 
lodge of her own, the members of the Convention gathered 
there for the sessions, which were presided over by Ada Dickie 
in the absence of Mary Janet Wilson, National President.

At this time provision 
was also made for biennial conventions, for limiting honorary 
membership in Alpha Chi Omega to musicians of national 
repute, for better support for The Lyre, and for Epsilon 
Chapter (at her own request) to become temporarily inactive.

Eighth National Convention.

changes that alumnae chapters should be chartered, that the 
Grand Council should meet in the years alternating with Con- 
vention as well as with that assembly ; and the very significant 
one of creating the policy that Alpha Chi Omega become a 
musical-literary Fraternity. Plans were also made for a new 
edition of the song book.

Tenth National Convention. 

Fifteen years had passed since Alpha had called together 
the First National Convention of Alpha Chi Omega when 
they invited the Tenth Grand Chapter with its representatives 
of eleven chapters to assemble with the Mother chapter in 
Greencastle, Indiana, November 1-3, 1906. From holding its 
meeting in their Fraternity Hall, Alpha had progressed to the 
occupancy of a chapter house which provided a delightful 
place for the convention sessions. The work of the Grand 
Council under the able direction of Kate Calkins, Grand Pres- 
ident, in revising the Bond, Ritual and Constitution was ac- 
cepted; a uniform die for the badge was adopted; a better 
financial system for the Grand Council expense was instituted ; 
and an Assistant Editor for The Lyre was appointed. The 
membership clause in the Constitution was changed so as 
to permit the initiation of thirty-three and one-third per cent 
of the membership of each active chapter from the College of 
Liberal Arts, and to require that each iiutiate carry at least 
twelve hours of work per week.

Eleventh National Convention. 

The Eleventh National Convention of Alpha Chi Omega, 
which was held with Iota Chapter at Champaign, Illinois, 
November 26-30, 1908, will always stand out in the history of 
the Fraternity as one of momentous accomplishments. With 
the strict parliamentary procedure, so ably conducted by Alta 
Allen Loud, Grand President, it was possible to cover an 
unusually large business program, many subjects of which 
were of weighty importance to the Fraternity. The sessions, 
in which Helen Wright acted as Secretary, were held in lota's 
comfortable chsq;)ter house and were very largely attended. 
The significant constitutional changes were the increase of the 
percentage of the possible membership from the College of 
Liberal Arts from thirty-three and one-third to fifty per cent ; 
the provision for a per capita tax; for regular scholarship 
reports ; for a system of annual graded examinations to replace 
the previous non-graded system; and the substitution of a 
five-year advanced Lyre subscription from each initiate in 
place of the former clause requiring each chapter to be re- 
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sponsible for a certain per cent of their alumnae subscrip- 
tions. At this convention a salary was voted to the Editor of 
The Lyre, and that officer was granted the privilege of ap- 
pointing her assistants. Progress was further reflected in the 
adoption of convention credentials, report blanks and affiliation 
certificates; in the adoption of a coat-of-arms, of new minor 
ceremonies, a secret motto, card index directories, and in the 
appointment of Custodians for the Badge and the Song Book, 
and in the provision for the compiling and editing of a History 
of the Fraternity. This very successful Grand Chapter closed 
with the election of officers, which was conducted for the first 
time by the able and satisfactory system of a nominating com- 
mittee.

Twelfth National Convention, 

The Twelfth Biennial Convention of Alpha Chi Omega 
was invited to meet with Theta Chapter at Ann Arbor, Mich- 
igan, in the year 1910, but as faculty legislation did not allow 
conventions to assemble at any time during the college year, 
and Fraternities did not follow the custom of offering their 
houses in vacation, and no other places among the homes of 
the chapter were available, it was unanimously decided to 
hold a summer convention in Detroit. Accordingly on the 
29th of August, 1910, the Grand Chapter assembled at the 
Hotel TuUer in that city for a period of five days, Theta and 
Epsilon Epsilon acting as joint hostesses. 

During that time the sessions were held in the assembly 
halls of the hotel, which remained throughout the convention 
the headquarters of the Grand Council, all delegates and many 
visitors. The success of this convention demonstrated the ad- 
visability of summer gatherings and the matter of arranging 
for the Thirteenth Biennial Grand Chapter was therefore plac- 
ed in the hands of an investigating committee within the 
Grand Council. While not obliged to enact as important 
legislation as its predecessor, the Twelfth Grand Chapter, 
guided by Alta Allen Loud, Grand President, successfully dis- 
patched its program of business and added many essential 

features to the general welfare of the Fraternity. 

• 
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The most interesting, as well as important, matter of this 
convention, was the unanimous adoption of the beautiful initia- 
tion ceremony, presented by the Committee, Fay Bamaby 
Kent, Nella Ramsdell Fall and Virginia Fi^e Green, with 
the assistance of Theta and Beta Chapters. The Frstternity 
was also made richer by the acquisition of Hera as Patron 
goddess, an official flag and the revised open motto, "Together 
let us seek the heights;*' a new charter form, new member- 
ship certificates, identification blanks for the purchase o^ 
badges, an honor pin for ex-Grand Officers, and instructions 
and model pages for chapter officers' works. 

For the first time the Grand Chapter discussed the question 
of the establishment of a Scholarship Fund, to supplement 
the one of the Alpha Chi Omega Studio, which was reported 
practically finished; the matter was placed in charge of a 
committee, as were many other movements of present and 
future interest. The subject of extension received its usual 
amount of interested attention. But one out of several peti- 
tioning groups was granted a charter, and this conditionally 
on a still further personal investigation by the Grand Council. 
To handle this large and important subject of extension prop- 
erly, and to assist the Vice-President, a committee was ap- 
pointed representing the various sections of the country. An- 
other important feature of this Grand Chapter was the unani- 
mous vote to grant limited legislative power to the National 
Pan-Hellenic and the decision to go on record as favoring 
Sophomore Pledging.

THB LTRE 



A Fraternity is largely judged on the part of those out- 
side of its membership by the journal that it publishes, and 
for this reason it is important that this official organ, which 
reaches the major part of the Greek world, should represent 
the Fraternity at its true value. In this respect the devel- 
opment of The Lyre of Alpha Chi Omega has been parallel 
with the growth of the Fraternity. 

Alpha Chi Omega first formally considered the matter 
of a fraternity publication when there were but four 
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chapters. At the first Convention in Greencastle (1891) 
a motion was carried that "the fraternity publication be 
put in the hands of Beta chapter, the name of it to be de- 
cided during the year and the publication to be introduced 
when Epsilon and Zeta chapters shall have been establish- 
ed." As these chapters were not installed until four years 
later, the records contain no further mention of a journal 
until 1894. The minutes of the convention of that year 
record the passing of a motion authorizing Alpha to under- 
take the publication of the journal, and specifying that all 
items should be sent to Alpha in April of that year, by 
which motion it must be inferred that the ruling of the 
1891 Convention, authorizing a publication when the chap- 
ters Epsilon and Zeta should be established, was set aside. 
Alpha at once transferred the responsibility of general man- 
agement of the journal to one of her members, May me Jen- 
nings, as Editor, assisted by Adeline Rowley and Zella 
Marshall, with the result that in June, 1894, Volume I, 
Number I of The Lyre made its appearance, the name be- 
ing selected as that of the most significant emblem of Alpha 
Chi Omega. 

In this number the Editor writes, "Since there were no 
explicit directions given at the Convention, I have followed 
what I felt to be the unexpressed wishes of all — that is, 
that The Lyre should be convenient and simple, though not 
elegant in form." But one number was published that 
year; it contains historical sketches of the chapters, chap- 
ter letters, personals, an account of the 1894 Convention, 
and programs of Alpha Chi Omega musicals. The forty 
pages of that number are of the same dimensions as in the 
present journal, (six by nine inches) ; the cover design in 
pale blue is very simple, bearing the inscription : 

"Ye Daughters of Music Come up Higher."

As there were at this time but four chapters, having an 
average existence of only five years, with a corresponding- 
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ly small membership, and as there was no obligatory finan- 
cial support provided for the journal, it is not strange that 
the next issue of The Lyre bears the date March, 1897, 
and that it is No. I, Vol. II. This number was published 
under the management of Alpha Chapter, with Mary Janet 
Wilson as Editor-in-Chief, thus fulfilling the ruling made 
at the 1896 Convention, which provided for the publication 
of the journal by the mother chapter. This number of 
The Lyre followed the same general plan of composition 
as the first issue, differing only in having an olive instead 
of a blue cover, and in containing several articles of gen- 
eral musical and fraternity interest by various contribu- 
tors, and more advertisements. The contents of these 
numbers will be found under "The Lyre, Table of Con- 
tents," page In this year (1897) it was decided to 

publish The Lyre quarterly, and it is a matter for sincere 
gratification that in spite of a crude and insufficient finan- 
cial system, the deep loyalty and self-sacrificing efforts of 
the early editors carried every number of The Lyre through 
to publication, with the exception of two issues, numbers 
3 and 4 of Volume VIII. 

Mary Janet Wilson continued her successful work as 
Editor until 1900, when with deep regret the 1900 Conven- 
tion was obliged to accept her resignation, realizing that 
no greater example of the tireless, sacrificing work neces- 
sary to successful fraternity achievements, had come with- 
in its experience. Motions were passed at once requiring 
better chapter support for the journal, and Edith Manches- 
ter (Zeta) was elected Editor. A sum was appropriated 
from the Grand Treasury for the publication of the journal, 
the surplus to be retained by the Editor as remuneration. 
With this provision and with the increasing circulation 
made possible by the growth of the Fraternity, the Editor 
and her assistant, Mary Ferine (Beta) appointed in 1902, 
were able to furnish the Fraternity with a magazine con- 
stantly improving in its many phases. More articles were 
added to the contents, an exchange department was insti- 
tuted, the quality of paper and composition improved and 
a general spirit of enthusiasm and loyalty pervaded the 
journal. There were still serious, continuous and often dis- 
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couraging difficulties to be overcome, and spirit which for 
five years held this staff to their task is but another in- 
stance of the inspiring devotion which enables the few to 
work willingly for the many. 

The Grand Council Meeting of 1905 regretfully accepted 
the resignation of Edith Manchester Griffin and Mary 
Ferine, and elected to their respective positions Elma Pat- 
ton Wade and Jennie McHatton, both of Alpha Chapter. 
After a persistent circulation campaign had been conduct- 
ed, the system of bookkeeping re-organized, and more ad- 
vertising secured, this staff was able at its termination of 
service in 1907 to transfer the publication to another man- 
agement in a better condition than it had yet attained. 
Only two years of service could be given to the Fraternity 
by Mrs. Wade and Miss McHatton, but it was a two years 
crowded with unceasing labor and growing efficiency for 
The Lyre. 

At the Grand Council Meeting of 1907, Florence Reed 
Haseltine (Zeta) was elected Editor of The Lyre with 
power to appoint her assistants. The first of these appoint- 
ments was that of Laura Howe, Grand Treasurer, as Busi- 
ness Manager. The Lyre continued under this efficient 
business management until the Grand Council at its meet- 
ing in 1909, after accepting with much regret Miss Howe's 
resignation, appointed Myrta McKean Dennis, Grand 
Treasurer, to succeed her. During the three years that Mrs. 
Haseltine was Editor, The Lyre showed a remarkable, 
steady development. To her, high tribute should be paid 
as a "Maker of The Lyre/' for she raised the standard and 
the purpose of the journal. Besides a marked improve- 
ment in the general composition of the magazine, with its 
size nearly doubled, a better quality of paper and type, and 
the addition of many illustrations, there was evolved by 
the Editor and the Business Manager a gratifying business 
system which has produced greater promptness, greater 
loyalty, and better business methods on the part of chapter 
editors and Lyre assistants. Chapter letters, personals, and 
alumnae articles have grown in interest and individuality. 
Active loyalty and pride have been stimulated by competi- 
tive tests for representation in the 'EkXikto. department. 
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To her is due the creation of the office of Chief Alumna, 
successfully held under her by Mary Ferine (Beta) and 
Ruth Buifum (Iota), through whose efforts the interest of 
many alumnae has been revived and their co-operation se* 
cured. The Exchange and Collegiate departments have 
grown, and her editorials, showing the writer's strong char- 
acter and personality, have carried many a message to 
members of Alpha Chi Omega and have been widely quot- 
ed by other fraternity joumJils. In the words of the pres- 
ent Editor, "She has succeeded in making The Lyre lit- 
erary and artistic, as well as personal and practical — z jour- 
nal of beauty and of great usefulness to the Fraternity." 

The Grand Chapter of 1910 was loath to accept the 
resignation of Mrs. Haseltine and Mrs. Dennis from their 
offices of Editor and Business Manager, realizing that the 
positions would be hard to fill. The Fraternity was fortu- 
nate, however, in the election at that time of Florence A. 
Armstrong (Mu) as Editor. She, with her Business Man- 
ager, Lois Smith Crann (Mu), appointed by her, are demon- 
strating their ability to maintain the high standard of the 
journal. 

The Lyre has shown a remarkable and steady growth. 
It has always been published in the same size, six by nine. 
From the first number containing forty pages it has increased 
to an average size of one hundred pages a number. 

From the first number each Editor has done her part in 
strengthening the journal until now in the fourteenth vol- 
ume the Editor is assisted by an editorial board consisting 
of business manager, exchange editor, chief alumna, and 
chapter editors from the seventeen active and seven alum- 
nae chapters. The journal today is composed of the va- 
rious interesting departments: EfcXorra, containing ar- 
ticles contributed by active members; the Alumnae De- 
partment, containing letters, news of alumnae and special 
articles by alumnae in diflFerent lines of work; the Editorial 
Department, which is always full of good ideas and brim- 
ming over with the loyalty of the efficient Editor; Chapter 
Letters; Personals, giving news items of active and alum- 
nae members by chapters; Marriages and Engagements; 
Ev6a Kal 'EvOa, or Exchange department, giving news 
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of other Fraternities; Collegiate News; Announcements, 
and Index to Contributors. Besides the above-mentioned 
departments there are the comprehenstve general articles 
upon topics of interest in fraternity and college life, usual- 
ly written by prominent faculty and fraternity members. 

A Fraternity is largely judged by its magazine, and it 
is a source of general gratification and pleasure to all Alpha 
Chis to know that The Lyre has justly worked its way 
into its present place among the very best of the fraternity 
journals. Sincere gratitude and appreciation are felt by 
the entire Fraternity for the loyal work of the Editors and 
other members of the staffs who have bent every effort 
towards this goal. Too much praise cannot be given to 
Florence Reed Haseltine for what she accomplished with 
her assistants, although The Lyre could not be the remark- 
ably good journal that it is today if a strong foundation had 
not been laid by her predecessors in the work. 

For many years The Lyre was necessarily a financial 
burden, though a welcome one, to the Grand Treasury. 
Today it is self supporting. Chapter support, both finan- 
cial and literary, has been increased at the various conven- 
tions until now every initiate pays in advance for a five 
years' subscription, while several alumnae chapters require 
Lyre subscriptions of their members. The management 
of The Lyre announced in the April, 191 1, number thac 
it was ready to oflFer life subscriptions (twenty dollars) 
to alumnae, thus saving the subscriber the trouble of an- 
nual renewal as well as considerable expense; at the same 
time the management is saved the expense of obtaining 
renewals, while the interest from the accumulated fund 
makes the plan possible and practicable. The Lyre pays 
an annual salary to the Editor and allows the Business Man- 
ager a certain per cent of all money handled. 

Each year every active member is required to write an 
article of general interest for the EicXocTa, or under- 
graduate Department, and a prize is awarded for the best 
article. Several articles are published in each number. 
These prizes, which have been offered in the last three 
years have been awarded respectively as follows: to Ruth 
BufFum (Iota) a jeweled Alpha Chi Omega badge (the gift 
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of J. F. Newman) for an article, "Service ;" to Lucy Loane 
(Delta) a gold Alpha Chi Omega locket and chain (the 
gift of Wright, Kay & Co.) for "An Allegory," which was 
not published because it was deemed worthy of incorpora- 
tion in the Ritual; and to Jane Harris (Theta) an ivory 
fan bearing the Alpha Chi Omega coat-of-arms (the gift 
of R. J. F. Roehm & Co.) for "The Way to All-Around- 
ness." 

The cover designs of The Lyre were at first very 
simple, containing little more than the lettering on the 
first numbers. There have been nine diflFerent covers, some, 
however, varying only slightly from the others. For many 
years an olive cover bearing a small Grecian lyre in scarlet 
was used. With the January, 1908 number an attractive 
new cover design (the work of Mr. Haseltine) was adopt- 
ed, composed of a Grecian temple bearing the letters AXO. 
With the number of January, 1910, a more elaborate and 
attractive design was selected, containing the new coat-of- 
arms and a Grecian design representing the artistic charac- 
ter of Alpha Chi Omega, the artist being John W. Norton, 
of Chicago. Mrs. Haseltine also showed great artistic 
judgment in selecting beautiful and appropriate designs for 
the headings of the different departments.

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SECRET JOURNAL—THE HERAEUM 

There are often fraternity matters of a private, if not 
of a secret, nature, such that it is not advisable to publish 
them in the journal, although it would be well to put them 
before all the members of the Fraternity. For this reason 
the matter of a secret journal has been under consideration 
for some time. The 1910 Grand Chapter discussed the 
project and placed it in the hands of The Lyre staff as a 
committee with power to act. The first issue of the secret 
journal will appear in the fall of 191 1. 

SONG BOOK 

Almost from the founding of the Fraternity there had 
existed a strong desire for significant songs of Alpha Chi 
Omega. The first formal record of this sentiment is found 
in the minutes of the meeting of Alpha Chapter, February 
5, 1886, when a motion was passed that Florence Thomp- 
son write the words and Estelle Leonard the music of a 
fraternity song. The name selected for the composition 
was "Alpha Prima." From time to time other songs were 
written by members of the early chapters but no definite 
plan for the collection of these was made until the First 
Convention, 1891, when the publication of a fraternity 
song book was discussed and foundations were laid, each 
chapter being required to furnish at least four original 
songs within the next year. The convention of 1893 ap- 
pointed Gamma to publish a song book and accordingly 
%t the 1894 Convention that chapter reported that the firs\ 
Alpha Chi Omega Song Book had recently been published 
in Evanston. This simple little pamphlet contains eleven 
songs to be sung to familiar airs, no music being printed 
in the book. 

Although this collection of songs served its purpose as 
a foundation upon which to build, the need of a larger and 
better song book, containing music as well as words, soon 
became evident. Accordingly the Convention of 1896 ap- 
pointed Gamma to publish another edition of the song 
book, but as the matter of collecting the songs proved to 
be a long task, it was not until 1904 that Gamma chapter 
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published the second edition of the song book, Mabel Dunn 
acting as chairman of the committee. This edition shows 
a very marked advance over the first one, being bound in 
an attractive, durable cover and containing thirty-one songs 
of excellent quality, twenty-six of which are set to original 
music. 

Owing to the popularity of this book the edition was 
soon exhausted; consequently at the 1906 Convention a 
committee, with Myrta McKean Dennis (Gamma) as chair- 
man, was appointed to publish a new edition of the song 
book. The result of the careful work of this committee 
was the third edition of the song book which was welcomed 
heartily by the 1908 Grand Chapter when Mrs. Dennis 
presented it for use during that convention. This volume, 
attractively bound in light and dark g^een, contains sixty 
songs, thirty-one of which are set to original music, and 
an original Initiation March. The songs, as in the previous 
editions, were contributed by both active and alumnae 
members of the various chapters, practically all of the 
songs of the first two editions being incorporated in this 
edition. Considerable credit is due Mrs. Dennis for her 
painstaking work, from a musical as well as from a business 
standpoint. The revision of the music manuscript, and of 
the adaptation of the words of many of the songs to ap- 
propriate music, required a comprehensive knowledge of 
harmony such as she possesses. The successful financing 
of the edition is evidenced by the fact that all the money 
borrowed from the Grand Treasury for the publication 
has been returned and there is now a balance to the credit 
of the song book, to be used at the discretion of the Grand 
Council. Mrs. Dennis was appointed Custodian of the 
Song Book in 1908, but other duties made it necessary for 
her to resign the position the following year, and Mary R. 
Vose (Gamma) was then appointed her successor. 
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DIRECTORY 

The early records of the Fraternity show that the names 
and addresses of all the members were kept separately by 
the various chapters, arranged according to the years of 
initiation. As this method did not prove satisfactory the 
1900 Convention provided for a register of all members of 
Alpha Chi Omega to be kept by Alpha Chapter. From 
these lists the Editor of The Lyre compiled and printed 
in the journal a complete alphabetical directory by chap- 
ters of the names and addresses of all the members of Alpha 

Chi Omega, as follows:

Vol. IX., No. 6, October, 1906, Alpha— Kappa chapters. Inclusive. 
Vol. XL, No. 1, October, 1907, Alpha— Mu chapters, Incluslye. 

As this method of printing the names and addresses of 
the members proved inadequate, the Grand Council Meet- 
ing of 1907 appointed the Grand Historian to compile and 
to publish a separate fraternity directory. Accordingly, 
in July, 1908, the First Directory of Alpha Chi Omega was 
published in pamphlet form by Mabel Harriet Siller. This 
book contains the names and addresses of the Grand Coun- 
cil members then in office, a list of the active chapters 
(Alpha-Xi, inclusive) with addresses of the chapter houses 
or halls and the dates of installation of the chapters, and a 
list of the alumnae chapters (Alpha Alpha-Gamma Gamma, 
inclusive) with the dates of establishment, besides an alpha- 
betical catalogue by chapters of names and addresses of 
all Alpha Chis. It also includes a list of the honorary 
members with their addresses. Two catalogues of members are 
also printed in this History of Alpha Chi Ome^a, one by chap- 
ters, including the chapters from Alpha to Sigma inclusive, 
and containing the years of initiJition, and addresses ; the other 
an alphabetical list giving chapter only. 

ANNUAL ALUMNAE LETTER 

For several years the Fraternity had felt the need of 
some method of keeping the alumnae who are distant from 
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organized chapters of Alpha Chi Omega informed of the 
progress of the Fraternity. To this end the 1908 Grand 
Chapter voted that an Annual Alumnae Letter be prepared 
by the Grand Historian and sent to all alumnae, each chap- 
ter contributing an annual tax for this purpose. Accord- 
ingly the first Annual Alumnae Letter was published No- 
vember, 1908, and was sent to all alumnae who were not 
subscribers to The Lyre, the committee in charge being Alta 
Allen Loud, Grand President, and Mabel Harriet Siller, 
Grand Historian. This letter, in the form of a four-page 
pamphlet, gives brief, general information concerning tjie 
Grand Council, new chapters, chapter houses, alumnae chap- 
ters, and publications, besides the program and the plans tor 
the 1908 Grand Chapter Meeting. It was sent only to non- 
subscribers of The Lyre, because the subscribers had received 
all the information contained therein through the pages of the 
journal. 

The Second Annual Alumnae Letter, issued by the 
same committee was published December 4, 1909, and was 
sent to all alumnae of Alpha Chi Omega. One copy was 
also sent to each chapter for its file. This letter, in the 
form of a six-page pamphlet, six inches by nine inches, 
containing matter of general interest on the mission of the 
letter, the Grand Council, the 1908 convention, new chap- 
ters, the active chapter roll, chapter houses, alumnae chap- 
ters, extension, publications, the MacDowell studio of Alpha 
Chi Omega, and the National Pan-Hellenic Conference. 

In addition to the official Alumnae Letter, it is custom- 
ary for each active chapter to send to her own alumnae, at 
least once a year, letters containing items of local chapter 
interest; such letters serve to keep the alumnae in touch 
with their own chapters, and thus with the Fraternity. 



ALPHA CHI OMEGA HISTORY. 

The history of a national organization is of value, not 
alone as a matter of record for reference, but also as a vol- 
ume of -vital interest and as an incentive to strive more 
earnestly toward the goal of high ideals. 

Since the history of a Fraternity is largely made up of

the annals of the individual chapters, such chapters are 

eminently worthy of preservation, and for this reason 

historical sketches of the various chapters of Alpha Chi 

Omega have been printed in The Lyre in different years as 

follows : 

Vol. I., No. 1, June, 1894, Alpha, Beta and Delta chapters. 

Vol. III., No. 8, September, 1897, Alpha, Beta, Oamma and EpHUm 

chapters. 
Vol. IX., No. 6, Alpha, Beta, Oamtna, EpHlon, Zeta, Theta, Iota, 

Kappa, Alpha Alpha and Beta Beta chapterg. 

In order to commemorate the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the founding of the Fraternity Volume XIV, No. i, No- 
vember, 1910, of The Lyre was published as a historical 
number. It contains personal reminiscences of Alpha Chi 
Omega covering five-year periods, written by alumnae: 
interesting descriptions of the early days of Alpha, Beta, 
Gamma and Delta; letters from the founders; greetings 
from Dean Howe, as well as reminiscences of the Grand 
Presidents, the Editors and the Inspector, and a sketch of 
the policy of expansion of Alpha Chi Omega. 

Realizing the need of a national history of the Frater- 
nity in book form, the 1908 Grand Chapter appointed 
"Mabel Siller, Grand Historian, to compile and to publish 
a history of Alpha Chi Omega with assurance of financial 
support and compensation and with the privilege of choos- 
ing her assistants." This History of Al^ha Chi Omega, 
herewith offered to the Fraternity, is the result of six years 
of work on the part of the author, the first three in gather- 
ing data, for the historical records, and the last three in 
compiling and publishing this volume with the able assist- 
ance of the Editorial Board. It represents an earnest ef- 
fort to give as comprehensive an outline as possible with 
the available material of the history of the steady develop- 
ment of Alpha Chi Omega during its twenty-five years of 
existence. 

THE CALENDAR 

The official Calendar of Alpha Chi Onu-ga was present- 
ed shortly after the 1910 Convention, the committee in 
charge being Florence Reed Haseltine and Mabel Harriet 
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Siller. The attractive cover design in tan and brown bears 
the coat-of-arms and the Greek letters, AXQ, while the 
pages contain the dates of all the chapter installations, the 
significant national dates of the Fraternity, and blank 
spaces for chapter dates. This calendar, aside from being 
an artistic addition to the chapter halls, furnishes an excel- 
lent reminder of the dates when the annual tax, The Lyre 
material and other matters of fraternity support, are due. 



ALPHA CHI OMEGA SCHOLARSHIPS. 

THB ALPHA CHI OMEOA STUDIO 

During the summer of 1908, through the efforts of Fay 
Bamaby Kent, a former pupil of Edward MacDowell, act- 
ive steps were taken to raise the money to build a studio 
at Peterborough House. One of Mr. MacDowell's mos^ 
cherished ambitions was to found an artist colony, similar 
to the American Academy at Rome, on the farm at Peter- 
borough, New Hampshire, which had furnished the inspira- 
tion for all of his later masterpieces. Into the development 
of this project he put much loving thought and the greater 
part of his savings. At his death, Mrs. MacDowell deeded the 
property to the MacDowell Memorial Association which is 
endeavoring to realize the musician's ideals. 

Only those possessing marked talent or creative genius 
in any one of the Fine Arts are awarded scholarships by 
the committee. The artists live in the "Lower House," 
which forms the nucleus of the colony. Isolated individual 
studios are provided free by special donation. Alpha Chi 
Omega, through the loyal co-operation of active and alum- 
nae members, has erected one of these attractive little 
studios which bears the name of the Fraternity. 

Application for the Alpha Chi Omega Scholarship at 
Peterborough must be approved by the fraternity com- 
mittee, Fay Barnaby Kent, Evangeline Bridge, and Russell 
McMurphy (appointed by the 1910 Grand Chapter), before 
being forwarded to Mrs. MacDowell who is a permanent 
member of the Scholarship Committee. Failing a properly 
qualified Alpha Chi applicant, the studio may be awarded 
to any deserving artist. 
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The Alpha Chi Omega Studio is an attractive studio, eight- 
een by twenty feet, with a square colonial porch, tiled. The 
roof is of slate. There is a cordial fireplace, and a doset for 
cooking, and for cooking utensils. A basket of luncheon is 
served at noon from the Main House where all the artists in 
the colony repair for dinner in the evening. 

The Studio is in the midst of a pine grove of splendid 
large trees. Here one may retire ftor a complete day's work, 
without fear of interruption. 

SCHOLARSHli* FUND 

The 1910 Grand Chapter appointed as a committee on a 
Scholarship Fund, with full power to act, Alta Allen Loud, 
Florence Reed Haseltinc, and Laura Howe. The zeal with 
which the Studio Fund was raised seemed to warrant fur- 
ther efforts in this direction. The plan involves the estab- 
lishment of a permanent fund which shall yield a sufficient 
income to furnish one or more annual scholarships to mem- 
bers of Alpha Chi Omega, the amount and the nature of 
these scholarships to be determined by the committee in 
charge. Awards will probably be made after competitive 
tests under the direction of the Grand Council. While no 
systematic "campaign" has yet been inaugurated, money 
has already been pledged by individual members and a 
strong sentiment has been aroused which insures success- 
ful future results. 

HONORARY MEMBERS, ASSOCIATE MEMBERS, 

AND PATRONESSES.' 

Following the custom of the majority of Fraternities 
at that time, the founders of Alpha Chi Omega placed a 
clause in the constitution providing for Honorary Members, 
and in the first year of the Fraternity, April 23, 1886, Mad- 
ame Julia Rive-King was initiated by Alpha, the chapter 
giving a reception in her honor after the initiation services. 
Two years later, April 3, 1888, Alpha Chapter initiated 
Madame Fannie Bloomfield-Zeisler, holding a reception in 
her honor after the ceremony. From time to time the 
various chapters initiated other Honorary Members, which 
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practice gave rise to the inevitable question of specific qual- 
ifications for such membership. Consequently the 1898 
Gmvention voted that only musicians of national repute 
should be initiated as Honorary Members, while musicians 
of local reputation could be initiated by the chapters as 
Associate Members. 

As the growing tendency has since been to abolish the 
custom of initiating any.'jHbnorary Members, it is, there- 
fore, not surprising to find the Grand Chapter of 1908 rul- 
ing that Honorary Members should hereafter be initiated 
only upon the unanimous vote of all the chapters, and that 
Associate Members would no longer be allowed. It is a 
matter of interest to record that since this ruling no Hon- 
orary Members have been initiated, and it is probable that, 
following the custom in other Fraternities, such member- 
ship will not be materially increased in the years to come. 

Several of the chapters follow the custom prevalent in 
many colleges of inviting certain resident women to be 
their patronesses. These women are not initiated, but are 
received as patronesses by the chapter with a simple cere- 
mony. The 1910 Grand Chapter appointed a committee 
to select an appropriate design for a pin to be presented 
to the patronesses by the chapters as a part of the cere- 
mony. Such patronesses are chosen, as their name implies, 
to serve in the capacity of social friends of the chapters. 
This relation is the source of mutual pleasure and benefit, 
as the patronesses graciously open their homes for social 
affairs of the chapters, while the active members entertain 
for them as well as invite them to many of the social festiv- 
ities of the chapters.

NATIONAL PAN-HELLENIC CONFERENCE. 

HISTORY AND PURPOSE 

The National Pan-Hellenic Conference illustrates in a 
striking manner two important facts — that women of even 
rival interests can work together in harmony and to a pur- 
pose, and that fraternity women are desirous of bettering 
fraternity conditions in all their phases and in every pos- 
sible connection. 

Although an attempt was made in 1883 to establish a 
Pan-Hellenic among the men's Fraternities, and two years 
later revived in the World's Fair movement, such an organ- 
ization did not materialize until I909> when the first Inter- 
Fraternity Conference was held. The one accomplishment 
of this meeting was the appointment of committees to plan 
for a second conference the following year. The second 
Inter-Fraternity Conference, which met in New York Qty 
in 1910, framed a permanent organization and adopted a 
short constitution. As the number of eligible men's Frater- 
nities far exceeds the number of qualified women's Frater- 
nities and the problems confronting the former are even 
more serious and far reaching than those which surround 
the latter, it is a matter for pardonable pride, that for nine 
years the leading women's Fraternities have maintained a 
flourishing Pan-Hellenic organization, sixteen national Fra- 
ternities now being represented. 

The purpose of this organization, which was called the 
Inter-Sorority Conference until 1908, when the name was 
altered to the National Pan-Hellenic Conference, was the 
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discussion of vital fraternity and collegiate problems by 
mature women, well versed in national fraternity affairs; 
the recommending to local Pan-Hellenics and to the indi- 
vidual chapters the plans here evolved; the creating of a 
saner, more wholesome tone in Inter-Fraternity relations, 
and hence the alleviating of many of the problems confront- 
ing the various chapters. 

Thus, through this greater co-operation, much has been 
accomplished, but the sentiment has recently developed 
that this organization has now accomplished all that lies 
within its limited range, that to bring about actually and 
speedily many desired results and the solution of many 
problems, which increase with delay, the time has come 
when the National Pan-Hellenic Conference has proved 
itself stable and wise enough to be granted limited legisla- 
tive power, the delegates voting only the wish of the re- 
spective Fraternities expressed through their National Con- 
ventions. A requirement of a unanimous vote in the Pan- 
Hellenic would obviate any difficulties which might arise 
from impartial legislation. 

It should be very gratifying to Alpha Chis to know 
that Alpha Chi Omega was one of the first two Fraternities 
to take action in this matter, the Twelfth Grand Chapter 
of 1910 voting affirmatively on the question of granting 
such limited power of legislation to the National Pan-Hel- 
lenic Conference. Delta Delta Delta likewise has taken early 
action. 

Pursuant to this subject, letters from the Grand Presi- 
dent of the Fraternities represented in the National Pan- 
Hellenic expressing their views, were published in The 
Lyre for January, 191 1. The opinions expressed in these 
letters may be summarized as follows: 

Through the work of the National Pan-Hellenic Con- 
ference the Greek letter world has been made to think up- 
on a number of important subjects, such as a sophomore 
pledge day, the eliminating of rushing, the chapter house 
and chaperone question, honorable Pan-Hellenic relations 
and co-operation with deans of women and other college 
authorities. So far the work of the Conference has been 
advisory, and unless this body is given limited power to 
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carry out some of the ideas propounded it has served its 
purpose. No Fraternity is strong enough to stand alone 
in reform movements. Limited power of legislation would 
bring about no radical action, but only such as would 
enable the Fraternities to accomplish certain ends desired 
by all. 

It is not the wish of the Conference to exercise any 
authority which would work evil in the case of any chapter 
in any Fraternity; but since the National Pan-Hellenic 
Conference is the only body through which the various 
Fraternities may co-operate nationally it would seem that 
delegates ought to be vested with authority to legislate in 
such matters of general good as scholarship requirements 
for admission to fraternity membership, the decision on 
admission of Fraternities to the National Pan-Hellenic, 
the power to give advice and to make recommendations 
direct to local Pan-Hellenics, the power to create a court 
of adjustment of all difficulties arising in college Pan-Hel- 
lenics, and in kindred matters. 

The danger of granting legislative power would lie 
in the interpretation of the degree of power granted and 
in special legislation whereby measures might be passed 
that, while benificial to some Fraternities, would prove in- 
jurious to others. These dangers, however, would be en- 
tirely eliminated by the requirement of a unanimous vote. 

The opinion of those who are not yet ready to grant 
any legislative power to the Conference stated that in 
view of the differing conditions in regard to size, standards 
and location of various institutions represented by the 
Fraternities, it would be difficult for the National Pan-Hel- 
lenic Association to legislate wisely in many matters for so 
widely scattered a constituency. 

THB SESSIONS 

The following is a condensed outline of the sessions of 
the National Pan-Hellenic Conference, all of which have 
been held in Chicago. As the result of correspondence with 
other women's Fraternities concerning the evils of rushing, 
Mrs. Margaret Mason Whitney, Grand President of Alpha 
Phi, 1900-02, called the first Inter-Sorority Conference in 
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Chicago, May 24, 1902. These meetings have been held 
in Chicago annually since that year, being presided over 
by each Fraternity in turn in the order of its founding. 

The first Conference was composed of delegates from 
Pi Beta Phi, Kappa Alpha Theta, Kappa Kappa Gamma, 
Alpha Phi, Delta Gamma, Gammi Phi Beta and Delta Delta 
Delta (Alpha Chi Omega not being represented because 
Mrs. Whitney believed the Fraternity to be professional). 
A set of six motions was submitted to be considered by 
the various Fraternities as a basis of work; sentiments on 
active fraternity conditions, such as rushing, pledging and 
''lifting" were recorded and provision was made for annual 
conferences to be called by the Fraternities in rotation. 

Alpha Chi Omega and Chi Omega were admitted at the 
1903 Conference. Two of the four motions submitted the 
previous year were accepted, those being the suggestion 
that local Pan-Hellenic Associations be formed and an 
agreement by the Fraternities not to pledge before matric- 
ulation. 

The 1904 Conference admitted Alpha Xi Delta and 
voted to admit Sigma Kappa provided she accept the Con- 
ference rulings. The purpose of local Pan-Hellenics was 
defined and the Social Service Problem was discussed with 
the result that a standing committee was elected to have 
charge of this work. 

The Conference of 1905 admitted Alpha Omicron Pi. 
At this meeting a trial constitution was adopted, a national 
Fraternity was defined as one having at least five chapters, 
all in institutions of collegiate rank, and a model constitu- 
tion for women's leagues was considered. 

The 1906 Conference remodeled the 1905 constitution, 
worked out a model constitution for local Pan-Hellenics, 
and condemned High School Sororities. A report was 
given by the delegates who had been invited to convene 
with the conference of the Deans of Women in State In- 
stitutions. Mrs. Tennant was appointed a committee of 
one to correspond with visiting delegates of the various 
Fraternities. 

The marked progress alone the line of Social Service 
and the need of the co-operation of alumnae were the prin- 
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cipal matters considered by the 1907 Conference. This as- 
sembly placed itself on record as favoring a late pledge 
day, preferably in the Sophomore year. 

The 1908 Conference changed the name of the organiza- 
tion to National Pan-Hellenic Conference, suggested the 
organization of resident alumnae, and strongly urged soph- 
omore pledge day and scholarship qualifications for frater- 
nity membership. 

The 1909 Conference received Zeta Tau Alpha and 
Alpha Gamma Delta who had been admitted during the 
year. The system of exchange of fraternity journals was 
voted to be continued, and recommendations were made 
that there be no rushing before matriculation (which is 
defined as the day of enrollment of a student in college), 
and that there be no initiation of a pledge until ten hours 
of work is completed. Mrs. Tennant, who had been ap- 
pointed to investigate the subject, gave a thorough report 
on chaperones. 

At the 19 10 Conference the principal subjects discussed 
were the Dean's Conferences, chapter house chaperones and 
rules, the matter of extension of Fraternities, local Pan- 
Hellenic constitutions, legislative power for the Confer- 
ence, scholarship requirements for fraternity members, and 
social customs. Mrs. Tennant presented a comprehensive 
report of the committee on chaperones. 

With the exception of the Conference of 1903 when 
Mabel Harriet Siller was the official delegate, and in 1902 
and 1904 when through a mistake or a miscarriage of the 
mail, notification of the dates of the Conference came too 
late for the Fraternity to be represented, Mary Jones Ten- 
nant has represented Alpha Chi Omega at all of the Confer- 
ences, and has won for herself and for Alpha Chi Omega an 
influential place in the fraternity world. 

In the early history of the National Pan-Hellenic Con- 
ference, only one day annually was required in which to 
transact the necessary business of that assembly, but for 
several years past, two days each year have been necessary 
for the consideration of the various problems that come 
before this body to be solved. 

On the second day of each meeting it is customary to 
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hold a Pan-Hellenic luncheon, which all fraternity women 
are cordially urged to attend. Talks or toasts on vital top- 
ics and a brief resume of the session of the Conference 
add keen interest to these occasions. At th^ 1909 luncheon 
Alpha Chi Omega held a place on the program, Mrs. Ten- 
hant giving an interesting toast. The beneficial results of 
this social side of the Conference are obvious, bringing all 
those who attend into a harmonious relation of closer fel- 
lowship, developing greater knowledge of vital matters, 
more broad-mindedness, and a larger acquaintance and co- 
operation of fraternity women. 

The National Pan-Hellenic Conferences have already 
accomplished much good, and there is almost no limit to 
the beneficial results that may yet be attained by this 
organization in its relation to college life. Alpha Chi 
Omega has always taken a deep interest in the Conference 
and in the results which it is trying to attain. The 1909 
Grand Council Meeting appointed Alta Allen Loud, the 
Grand President, to correspond with the presidents of oth- 
er National Pan-Hellenic Conference Fraternities in an 
effort to form an agreement for sophomore pledge day and 
for scholarship qualifications for fraternity membership. The 
result of this correspondence has been summed up by Mrs. 
Lx>ud as follows : 

Though believing heartily in a Sophomore Pledge Day, the 
Grand Council was strongly advised by representatives of the Fra- 
ternities not to attempt to inaugurate too radical a reform at first. 
So with "the greatest good to the greatest number" at heart, the 
letter sent to the presidents of all the Fraternities represented in 
the National Pan-Hellenic Conference, pledged Alpha Chi Omega to 
the elimination of all rushing and to the obeenrance of a second 
semester pledge day, with a definite scholarship grade to be at- 
tained before an inyitation would be extended — ^if she could se- 
cure the cooperation of the other National Pan-Hellenic Confer- 
ence Fraternities. 

The replies to this communication were a disappointment in 
that, with one or two exceptions, the presidents were unwilling 
to bind their chapters to the rules suggested, some feeling that 
such legislation could not be enforced successfully, owing to pe- 
culiar conditions in various institutions, others that such ruling 
must come from the National Pan-Hellenic Conference, as a body, 
^hile still others feared the discouragements and financial reyerses 
which would ineyitably confront the chapters for a time. 
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And yet It is felt that the seed sown wag good and will Iwar 
fruit From all sides came letters of congratulation for the cour- 
ageous attitude of Alpha Chi Omega, and the expressed conviction 
that the near future would see the realisation of these hopes. 

Now Alpha C^i Omega stands waiting, doing her utmost to 
bring about sane* healthful conditions and an Intelligent knowledge 
of Pan-Hellenic matters in her active chapters so that» as soon 
as the cooperation of the Fraternities can be secured, they will be* 
ready to do their part in the progressive work of Pan-Hellenism* 
and to enforce those rulings which will do away with the super> 
llcial and the extravagant in chapter life, and bring to the Greek 
letter organisations a strong, stable membership, made up of the 
best young won^anhood to be found in our Institutions of leam- 
ing. For every forward movement, every progressive step. Alpha 
Chi Omega stands ready to cast her vote, to do her utmost to 
make the realisation approach the ideal. ' 



CHAPTER HISTORIES. 

A great portion of the history of any Fraternity lies in the 
annals of its chapters and of its individual members. Merely 
an outline of this history is here attempted, dealing with the 
chapter from the time of installaticm through the academic 
year 1910-1911. 

The material for the following histories was furnished hy 
the respective chapter historians according to a uniform out- 
line. It is a matter of reg^t that space forbids the printing 
of many interesting details that were sent. 

Since it is only within the last few years that the chapters 
have been required to keep a record of the college honors of 
tiieir members, doubtless the honors of many of the earlier 
members are omitted since memory is at best an inadequate 
source of information; the lists are as complete as could be 
secured at the present time. Owing to the policy of Alpha 
Chi Omega which only a few years ago opened her doors to 
students in the Colleges of Liberal Arts, the number of I%i 
Beta Kappa honors appears small in comparison with that in 
Fraternities whose membership is drawn from the Colleges of 
Liberal Arts. Phi Beta Kappa is not represented in the in- 
stitutions which are the homes of Beta, Epsilon, Zeta, Mu, 
Omicron, and Rho chapters. Many members of Alpha Chi 
Omega have graduated with honors in both the Colleges of 
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Liberal Arts and of Music, and the names of many Alpha Chis 
have held prominent places on the commencement and other 
recital programs of all of the Schools of Music where the 
various chapters are located. 

Nothing has been attempted in the way of gathering facts 
as to post-graduate mention. Suffice it to say that a large 
percentage of the members of Alpha Chi Omega are engaged 
in that noble occupation of home-making, many are doing pub- 
lic work in concert hall and in grand opera, a goodly number 
are teaching Music or Liberal Arts, while many are engaged 
in various other vocations. 

The custom of maintaining fraternity houses varies with 
the chapter according to the customs of the respective colleges 
where the chapters are located. Twelve of the seventeen 
active chapters of Alpha Chi Omega maintain fraternity 
houses in which the non-resident members live, these, homes 
being chaperoned by mature women whose duty it is to fill 
as nearly as possible the place of mother and social adviser in 
the home. Each of these chapters has its house rules which 
are drawn up by the members in order to have the fraternity 
house governed as any well-regulated home would be govern- 
ed. The chapters living in fraternity houses are Alpha, Ep- 
sUon, Theta, Iota, Kappa, Lambda, Nu, Xi, Omicron, Pi, Rho 
and Sigma, 

Of the remaining chapters. Beta owns a cozy lodge in which 
their meetings and social affairs are held ; while the members 
of Gamma, Delta, Zeta, and Mu, according to the customs 
of the respective colleges, live in dormitories or approved 
boarding houses and hold their meetings in their attractive 
fraternity halls, which are located in the dormitories, with the 
exception of Zeta, which chapter has a delightful room in the 
New England Conservatory building. 

Only those students are eligible for active membership in 
Alpha Chi Omega who have completed a high school course, 
or its equivalent, and who are carrying at least twelve hour^ 
per week of work in the college departments of Music, Liberal 
Arts, or Oratory. Fifty per cent of the active membership 
of each chapter must take work in the department of Music, 
while only a very small percentage is allowed to be drawn 
from the department of Oratory. 
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ALPHA CHAPTER 
OBOAinZATION 

Alpha Chapter was founded at De Pauw University, Green- 
castle, Indiana, October 15, 1885, when a group of music stu- 
dents was called together by James Hamilton Howe, Dean of 
the School of Music, De Pauw University, to form a society 
for musical improvement. At the meeting of October 19th, 
it was decided to form a Greek letter society similar to those 
of the College of Liberal Arts. Alpha Chi Omega was the 
name adopted, and the colors, scarlet and bronze green, were 
chosen.

Meetings are held Saturday evenings at seven o'clock in 
the chapter house. Alpha conducts the chapter meetings in 
accordance with the constitutional rulings and fraternity tra- 
ditions. After the business meeting is closed a musical pro- 
gram is often given by the members, or a dance among tiie 
girls themselves is enjoyed until ten o'clock. 

SOCIAL AFFAIB8 

One formal party is given during the school year, which 
is usually a reception to the other Fraternities and the mem- 
bers of the faculty. The chapter always takes an active part 
in the College Carnival, the Pan-Thygaterian, and May Day 
Festivals.

the members of a local musical club in the College of Music 
how to organize and to petition for tfie national charter. Great 
expense was involved due to the distance from the other chap- 
ters, so no delegate could be sent at that time to install the 
chapter; the books and other paraphernalia necessary to in- 
stallation were expressed to Louise Davis, one of the petition- 
ers. Strange as this procedure seems now, this method of 
installing distant chapters had been previously used by many 
other Fraternities. After studying everything sent to her, 
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Louise Davis initiated the four other petitioners. In the fall 
a large reception officially introduced Epsilon to college and 
city friends. 

After 1898, owing to financial difficulties, the University 
did not flourish for some years, and the chapter, becoming 
greatly discouraged because of lack of good material, finally 
decided to forfeit the charter rather than have an inferior 
chapter. This they offered to do, but the Grand Council de- 
cided to permit the chapter to remain inactive, retaining the 
charter witfi the hope that the University would revive in a 
few years. Consequently in 1898, Epsilon, after initiating four- 
teen members in the three years of her activity, became dor- 
mant, remaining so until the fall of 1905. During this time., 
however, meetings with musical and literary programs were 
enjoyed so that llie town members did not drift apart. 

In October, 1905, several students in the College of Music, 
eager to organize a Fraternity consulted with Dean Walter 
F. Skeelc, who, knowing that a Fraternity had existed there, 
advised them to interview Louise Davis Van Cleve. The re- 
sult was that after an investigation by the Grand Council, 
Epsilon Chapter was re-established October 30, 1905, six 
alumnae initiating the following members: Maude Hawley, 
Carrie McMillan, Carrie Trowbridge, Essie Neff, Elma Reese, 
and Flora Barron, the service being conducted by Mrs. Van 
Qeve.

As this proved to be a success, it was 
decided to make it an annual affair, as is also the entertain- 
ment of the U. S. C. Burnt Cork Comedy Club at supper, 
after their performance each year. Epsilon has observed the 
college custom of entertaining all the other Fraternities dur- 
ing each year. It is only for the last three years that there 
have been Fraternity houses at U. S. C, and as they have 
been opened there has developed the custom of the others 
giving a pennant, pillow or some emblem to the new house- 
holders.
